Triumphal arches, streamers and transparen- 
cies are a blaze of electricity at night.

If 
one is struck with the idea, at first, that Denver- 
ites are rather too fond of themselves when one 
hears them applying such extravagant phrases 
as “our gorgeous color,” “perfect climate” and

tages for which they are not in the least responsi- 
ble; if one fears that they are determined to make 
of this National Convention a huge advertising 
scheme, one afterwards forgives them when one’s 
own adjectives fail of description of this im- 
mense, rapid-moving, big-hearted Western coun- 
try—and one soon learns that their eagerness 
to show off is but an excess of hospitality.

HE Democratic Convention should be at- 
tractive to women, not only be~.use of its 
possible developments dramatically, nor 

because of the expected display of silver-tongued 
oratory which tle Southerners are certain to 
bring with them, but because Colorado permits 
women to take active part in politics, and all the 
Denver women feel that they are a part of this 
meeting. 

Interest, particularly of visiting non-partisans, 
will center in Ruth Bryan-Leavitt. The suffrag- 
ists will endeavor to take her in charge when she 
arrives tomorrow and use the influence of her 
popularity to their best advantage. She has been 
made president of the Jane Jefferson Club, a 
woman's political organization which has 500 
members in Denver and thousands throughout the 
State, a position which she did not seek, but 
which she is pleased to grace. 

Many unregenerated women visitors who are 
interested in her father’s success express the 
opinion that they are glad Mrs. Leavitt is young 
enough to be shaperoned by the eminently tact- 
ful society woman, Mrs. Louis F. Spratien, whom 
she will visit, for the Jane Jeffersons are not al- 
ways for Bryan, and it may be necessary to 
rescue his daughter from what may be a family 
and political complication.

THE DENVER PLATFORM, | 

Much is said in a speculative way about the 

platform to be adopted at Denver: Taking his 
own word for it that the control of the conven- 
tion by and the nomination of Mr. Bryan is in- 
evitable, why should there be doubt about the 
platform when, four months ago, the Democrats 
of Nebraska adopted a platform exactly as it 
came from the pen of Mr. Bryan himself? 
_ This year’s Nebraska platform is unlike any 
other that .Mr. Bryan has presented. He has 
had a great deal to do with Democratic platform 
writing during the last 12 years, but on this 
occasion, for the first time in his career, he 
avoided extreme radicalism, indulged in no 
threats and positively ignored the old and new 
‘isms’ with which his various candidacies have 
been associated. Briefly summarized, the Ne- 
braska platform is as follows: 

1. Opposes railroad rebates, calls for the pun- 
ishment of corporation officlals who use com- 
pany funds for political purposes and demands 
that all ¢ampaign contributions be made public. 

2. Opposes a centralized government at Wash- 
ington and government by judicial construction. 

8. Declares in favor of compelling foreign 
corporations to submit their disputes to the 
States in which they do business. 

4. Calls for the electior of United States Sen- 
ators by a direct vote of the people. 

5. Demands further legislation for the preven- 
tion and punishment of monopolies, prohibiting 
tue duplication of directors among competing 
corporations, favoring federal licenses for inte-- 
state corporations and calling for a law com- 
pelling interstate corporations to sell their 
product on equal terms. : 
. 6. Favors immediate tariff revision and free 
trade in articles controlled here by trusts. 

7. Favors an income tax and a tax upon in- 
heritances. 

8. Calls for a more stringent regulation of 
railways, a valuation of their physical properties, 
the prohibition of stock watering and a reduc- 
tion in the rates of transportation to a point 
which will yield a fair return on the stock of 
the roads, honestly capitalized. 

9. Demands legislation protecting wealth pro- 
ducers from the operations of gamblers in stocks 
and farm products. 

10. Favors postal savings banks, security for 
deposits in national banks and an emergency 
currency, controlled only by the Government. 
11. Indorses the eight-hour movement, depre- 
cates strikes, calls for certain modifications of 
the practice of courts in granting writs of in- 
junction in labor disputes, favors a universal 
employers’ liability law and opposes Asiatic im- 
migration. 

12. A territorial government is asked for 
Porto Rioo and ultimate independence, like that 
of Cuba, for the Philippines. Imperialism is 
condemned, war is deplored and international 
arbitration is favored. 

This is the substance of the platform put forth 
by Mr. Bryan in March. While it contains in 
two or three places mild suggestions of views or 
remedies not as yet accepted by many people 
other than himself, it is remarkably free from 
the errers and follies of Mr. Bryan at Chicago, 
Mr. Bryan at Kansas City and Mr. Bryan at 
Madison Square Garden. 

There is in it no hint of free silver and re- 
pudiation, no threat to pack the Supreme Court, 
no suggestion of Government ownership, State 
ownership and municipal ownership, no plea for 
the initiative and referendum, no encouragement 
for the mob spirit, no sneer at stanch and faith- 
ful Democrats, no sop to Socialism and anarchy, 
and no indorsement of negro disfranchisement 
in the South. 

Friends of Mr. Bryan assert that he wants to 
be elected this year, and that he believes he can 
be elected. The Nebraska platform, considering 
its source, reads as though this might be true. 
If it be true, two questions naturally occur to 
the mind: (1) Does circumspection come too 
late in the case of Mr. Bryan? and (2) will 
success at Denver lead him once more into the 
old rut of bravado, violence and Populism? 
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According to Baron Takahira, Americans know 
only, three things, business, baseball and politics. 
After he ha’ been with us a while longer he will 
realize that there is.a liberal education in base- 
ball alone, to say nothing of the subordinate 
branches. 
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MRS. JOHN A. LOGAN. 

Mrs. John A. Logan is installing her husband's 
relics in the memorial hall prepared for them in 
the Ilinois Statehouse. 
John A. Logan was an excellent volunteer of- 
ficer, one of the two or three really capable gen- 
erals who entered the service from civil life in 
1861. He made himself a Major-General and a 
corps commander by a natural aptitude for war. 
But his subsequent career as Congressman, Sen- 
ator, vice-presidential candidate and party chief 
was planned and realized by his wife. As a poli- 
ticilan he was Mrs. John A. Logan's husband. A 
more devoted, faithful wifa never lived, or one 
who worked harder and more successfully to give 
her husband place and power. 
Logan never coined any political ideas; he 
accepted ‘those which were current in party cir- 
cles and never questioned their genuine quali- 
ty; and as aj political tactician and strategist he 
was always second in command. Mrs. John 
planned his battles and won his victories. Had it 
not been for her energy and intelligence he 
probably would never have grown bigger than 
Carbondale or Jackson County. 
It was always for John. John was a grent man, 
so John must have great place, he must be Sen- 
ator and President. John was the beginning and. 
the ending of this woman's life, and after he is 
gone she takes care that a memovial shall be 
raised which shell forever perpetuate the mem- 
ory of his deeds. Her self-abnegation goes to 
matters of social form. She never signed a let- 

r “Mary Logan.”' Her stvle is ‘sfrs. John A. 
Logen;" that is the signature which is always af- 
fixed. She never had a life of her own. It was 
John’s and perhaps John never knew that his po- 
litical life was not his, except as she bestowed it. 
Probably she never knew the truth herself. John’s 
greatness may have been to her a self-evident 
fact.

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USE LAW AGAINST THE LIGHT TRUST: 

The anti-trust laws of Missouri furnish the peo- 
ple with powerful weapons against the Light 
Trust, and on the people’s behalf these weapons 
should be used with all possible speed by the offi- 
cials designated by statute to wield them—the 
Circuit Attorney and the Attorney-General. 

The Post-Dispatch has lately furnished a show- 

ing of facts ample either to make the case now 
pending in the Circuit Court by the Circuit At- 
torney, or to establish a case under a quo war- 
ranto proceeding by the Attorney-General in the 
Supreme Court. 
_ Probably, upon consideration of the facts pub- 
lished by the Post-Dispatch, it would be deemed 
advisable for the Attorney-General to resort at 
once to direct action in the Supreme Court to take 
away the Light Trust’s right to do business and 
practically to prevent its operation as a mono- 
poly—and this without waiting for the Circuit 
Attorney to push his case or’ waiting for the local 
court to act upon it. The Supreme Court pos- 
sesses original jurisdiction by the Constitution in 
such a case, and experience has proved that quick 
action in quo warranto proceedings 7 be had 
before that tribunal. ) 

In these circumstances the plight of the St. 
Louis public commends itself to the immediate at- 
tention of Attorney-General Hadley. 

In the plainest terms and in language as broad 
as that in the statutes of any state, the Missouri 
anti-trust law forbids a combination to fix the 
price of a commodity, a convenience or anything 
whatsoever; and provides that any corporation 
guilty of the stated offence shall forfeit its char- 


made to the court. 

The Post-Dispatch has shown the existence of 

the combination beyond all peradventure. The 
facts are available. It remains only for a consti- 
tuted official to present them to the court, and for 
the trust to defend them. Out of the trust’s own 
mouth comes the story of the series of mergers 
and agreements and the purpose of them to elim- 
inate competition and fix a price. 
Law is on the books to be used, and officials 
are installed to use it. There never was a time 
when the people of St. Louis stood in greater 
need of the use of law by their officials. 
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Now that he has retired from the War De- 
partment, where he said he was secretary of 
peace, Mr, Taft will prepare to give the Demo- 
crats an imitation of what a real Secretary of 
War might be expected to do in an emergency,

He wrote a book on the subject, which, while it 
may never become a classic, like Izaak Walton's, 
was full of the juice of his own peculiar tempera- 
ment, and reflected his character even more dis- 
tinctly than his veto messages. or his inaugurals 
He believed and wrote that “if a large share of 
the time which has been devoted to the concoc- 
tion of trusts had beén spent in fishing, the 
promise of industrial peace would be infinitely}. 
improved.” a great truth, this, drawn from the 
infinite resources of a mind which could relish, 
but not express, the simplicity of truth. 
There was a huge fund of humor in Grover 
Cleveland’s mind which probably he never was 
aware of, a sepuichral humor, but jolly withal, 
which suggested a loving and lovable man whose 








he could not express himself otherwise. 
In his remarks on the Honorable Order of Se- 
rene Duck Hunters he dwells upon “the pleasure 
in the cultivation of the more delicate and ele- 
vating susceptibilities which ducking environ- 
ments should invite,” of “the stimulation of re- 
ciprocal credulity” arising from such sport, and 
of the “digestible tales of ducking adventure.” 
Solemn, heavy, even “doughy,” but always good 
humored. kindly and thoroughly human, making 
humor out of his very destitution of humor, and 
always aiming at the best, the highest and the 
gentlest!

LUNATIC FEARS. 

At the Kansas City meeting of the Society of 
Neurology recently Dr. Montfort Schley of one of 
the New York State hospitals declared that the’ 
number of insane persons occupying responsible 
positions was great enough to constitute a — 
danger. 

“When we think that every day we are Hable to 
place our life in the keeping of an insane railroad 
employe, our honor and good name in the hands 
of a mentally unsound lawyer, our money in the 
care of an incapable banker, it is certainly ap- 
palling.” So said Dr. Schley, and he cites some 
examples to support his great dismay. 

Granting the fact, which is very doubtful, what 
are we going to do about it? 

Life is full of terrors and always has been. In- 
sane desperadoes and lawyers, microbes, careless 
persons, malicious persons, imperfect machinery, 
guns that are thought to be not loaded, the man 
who rocks the boat—all these perils are incidents 
of life and we have become so used to them that 
we wisely spend little time thinking about them. 

Science is doing what it can to prevent and cure 
insanity and disease, and the law takes care of 
the criminally minded. But what good purpose is

We cannot live in this world in comfort if we 
do not trust our fellow men. And if this trust is 
kept within the bounds of ordinary prudence and 
common sense, and instructed as far’ as may be, 
by science, it is the best guide we have. Did any 
man ever escape a microbe by fearing it and 
declaiming against it? Did any traveler ever 
insure the sanity of the locomotive engineer by 
lying awake in his berth wondering if the man at 
the throttle was all right in his wits? 
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There is reason to believe that the German 
newspaper press of this town will not survive 
more than one first-class investigation. 
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MR. STAPEL ON PROHIBITION. 


If Henry F. Stapel, who aspires to the. Demo- 
cratic nomination for Governor, is opposed to 
prohibition, as he says he is, why does he lead 
his followers all around Robin Hood’s barn and 
finally leave them in a maze of uncertainty? 

Mr. Stapel says the Democratic party has not 
declared for prohibition, but that if it does adopt 
that policy he will support prohibition. If the 
party is silent on the subject he will oppose pro- 
hibition. He objects to State-wide prohibition be- 
cause i¢ will force wet counties to become dry. 
The present dry counties are dry because a ma- 
jority of their voters have so decreed. He does 
not believe that the people are ready for prohi- 
bition. Personally he is opposed to local option 
as well as to prohibition. Local option is only 
another name for prohibition, he says, but if 
the people of cities, towns and vilfages (not 
counties) want it he does not object. 

This position might be interpreted as one of 
some hostility to prohibition, but with a willing- 
ness to oblige in case other people insist upon 
it. Nothing that can be imagined just now would 
be more terrible than the spectacle of the Demo- 
cratic prohibitionists of Missouri thrusting. Mr. 
Stapel into the Governor’s chair by main force 
and compelling him to smite the liquor traffic hip 
and thigh. He would do it, of course, but it 
would give him a pain and it would be against 
his principles—except in the case of cities, towns 
and villages. 

When prohibition becomes a live issue in Mis- 
souri Mr. Stapel will naraly know which side to 
enlist upon.

An Oregon pastor has become alarmed by what 
he calls certain feminine tendencies in the church. 

It is generally admitted that with one or two 
exceptions the supporting life of the denomina- 
tions is mainly of the feminine gender.

Neither 
the church nor any other institution will be fem- 
inized until the world is feminized.

Pike delivered the Indians at the Kaw 
capital, and ascended the Arkansas, The 
loss of the poor Warwhoops who had to- 
ted his duffle must have all but an- 
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chored: his expedition, for it was not 
until.the 15th of November (four months 
after he left St. Louis) that he caught 
sight of the future home of the cog 
road at $5 a throw. 

Reading that Pike was from July to 
November on the road between here 
and Denver, one’s first thought is that 
he must have gone on the Missouri Pa- 
cific; but we must recall that there 
were no railroads then, and that you

Mr. Jeffries recalls that Senator Stone 
was deeply interested in the case be- 
fore the date of its filing—Feb. 14, 1899. 
“Senator Stone communicated with 
me in reference to the filing of the suit 
before I filed it,’’ Mr. Jeffries said 
Thursday. “I do not recall now wheth- 
er it was by letter or by telegraph or 
by telephone. But he was sufficiently 
interested to communicate with me 
about it. If I re: ember correctly, he 
was pro-counsel in the case. I talked 
to Gen. crow about the matter after 
Senator Stone communicated with me. 
As a result I redrew a petition which 
had been left with me and filed the new 


petition.” 


Te learn whether the deed conveying 
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Wanted Suit Dropped. 
While negotiations were pending for 
the sale of the Liggett & Meyers Tobac- 
eco Co. Btone advised Wetmore that the 
trust could be prosecuted under the anti- 
trust law ef Missouri and at once pro- 
ceeded to take the steps toward a suit. 
Both Wetmore and Stone, according to 
Mr. Crow's friends, went to Attorney- 
General Crow and informed him how the 
Tobacco Trust was engaged in a war of 
extermination against one of the great 
industries of the State. 
They assured him that they had -am- 
ple evidence to convict the Tobacco 
Trust and to drive it from the State. 
Crow. expressed a willingness to com- 
mence the suit, but told Wetmore his 
contingent fund would be inadequate 
to gain all the evidence needed against 
such a powerful lawbreaker. Wetmore 
told him that he would place $5000 at 
his disposal as a contingent fund. 
At the same time Wetmore assured 
Crow thet the legal services of Stone 
would be at his disposal. Stone then 
prepared the petition against the Amer- 
ican Tobacco Co., which in due time re- 
ceived service of the suit against it. Sen- 
ator Stone handed the original petition 
to Crow itn St. Louis.

WASHINGTON, July 4.—The  forth- 
coming statement of the Treasury re- 
ceipts and expenditures for the fiscal 
vear end'ng June 350, 1908, will show a 
marked falling off in the receipts, as 
1907, 
expenditures. 


compared with the year and a 


large increase in the 

The disbursements for the year will 
be shown to have aggregated $650,- 
000,000, or $80,000,000 more than for 1907, 


and $4,000,000 more than for any other 
year since 1865, not excepting the Span- 
ish War period. 

The Panama Canal during the clos- 
ing year will have cost the Government 
$38,000,000. as against $27.000,000 for the 
year 1907, and the work this year in 
connection with the reclamation of the. 
public lands will be shown to have cost 
about $13,006,000, which is not far from 
last year's figures. 

The deficiency in the. postal revenues 
for the present year will probabiy 
reach $13,500,000, as against $7,500,000 for 
1907. This is the jiargest postal deficien- 
cy in the history of the Government, 
eacept in 1905, when it reached nearly 
$15,000,000. The records show that there 
has been a postal deficiency every year 
since the establishment of the servicc, 
with the exception of 12, when smal! 
surpluses were shown. The expense of 
the rural free mail delivery this year 
ig not expected to fall below $25,000,000. 

The decrease in the amount of the re- 
ceipts of $64,000,000 and tne Increase in 
the expenditures of $9.000,00 make a 
difference against the Treasury for the 
fiscal year of $144,000,000.

MONEY EVEN IN ASHES 





Waste Paper Ought to Bring 
$110,000 and. Old Iron 
$4000. 





Every year St. Louisans throw. $300,000 
into their back yards and alleys. This 
discarded wealth is-not in »the form of 
money, clean or dirty. It is called 
‘‘nefuse"’ for want of a better name. It 
is. an exemplification of the dictum that 
dirt is matter out of place. 

Street Commissioner Travilla .says 
that some day St. Louisans will realize 
the value of the.odds and ends they are 
daily throwing away, and will establish 
a sort of plant which will transmute 
their old iron, bottles, tin cans, thread- 
bare shoes, rags and paper into gold 
and silver. 3 

This plant will be in effect-A sort of 
municipal mint, but it will be known as 
a department of refuse disposal. Its 
profits will help to make a cleanér and 
prettier city while at the same time re- 
ducing the cost to the taxpavers. At 
least that is the hope of Street Com- 
missioner Travilla. 

Tin Cans Worth 87600. 

In Cincinnati, receritly, there was an 
investigation of the value of refuse 
gathered there every year. The official 
report put a valuation of $90,000 a year 
on this litter. 

Instead of permitting tin cans to be- 
come the provender of the city’s goats, 
the investigators advised that they ‘be 
sold. In a year, they said, 400 tons: of 
tin cans were delivered to the city’s 
dumps. At $9.50 a ton the cans repre- 
sented $3800 a year. 

St. Louls is twice as big as Cincin- 
nati. Its cans ought, therefore, to be 
worth $7600 a year. 
cleaning two weeks ago, Street Commis- 
sioner Travilla was asked for a lot of 
tir. cans that were piled at the foot of 
Dixon street. He consented to give 
them away on condition that they be 


them away and was repaid by the solder 
which he obtained by melting them. 
There is money in St. Louisans’ shoes. 
too, even after they are so full of holes 
that they wouldn’t appear able to hold 
any more. Cincinnati's collection of an- 
clent footwear was valued at $1500 a 
tev If St. Louisans don’t wear any 
etter shoes than the people of Cincin- 
nati do, they at least have twice as 
many. Three thousand dollars ought to 


be about what (the local crop of old 
shoes would vield, 
Old Iron Has $4000 Value. 

Even after the junkman had scoured 
Cincinnati in quest of old iron for which 
he was willing to exchange new tinware 
and good money, $2. worth of it was 
received every year at the municipal 
dumps. In St. Louis twice that sum 
ought to be realized from the old horse 
shoes, pots, kettles and scrap which 
are cast into the alleys. 

Here is another chance for us. Cin- 
cinnati appraised its old bottles at $2500 
a year. Cincinnatians empty a good 
many bottles in the course of a twelve- 
menth, but St. Louisans are twice as 
bibulous. 


b. 


Excise Commissioner, inventing new 
clamps for his lid, St. Louis ought to | 
be able to produce a harvest of bottles ; 
with a value of at least $6000. Some of 
these bottles would, of course, repre- | 
sent medicines taken to overcome the ef- | 
ae of imbibing the contents of the ' 
rest. 

As a literary center St. Louls would 
make a good showing with waste paper, 
too. In Cincinnati the newspapers gath- 
ered from the streets in a year weighed | 
¥125 tons. Other paper brought the tota] 
up to 10,000 tons. he collection for a! 
year was valued at $654,000—-which was! 
the largest item of all. On this basis | 
St. Louis could get $110,000 for its paper. 


There’s Money in Ashes, 


All the value is not burned out of 
fuel, either, if the researches made in 
Cincinnati are correct. There is some 
money in ashes. St. Louis has a lot 
of this money to “burn.” ' 

Here is the way they figured it in 
Cincinnati: Ashes is good for filling. 
Contractors were willing to pay 10 
cents a yard for the ashes and the 
éity had 2000,000 yards to sell every 
year. The income possible was $20.- 
000 a year. 

tf Cincinnati hiaas 200.000 yards of 
ashes for sale, St. Louis ought to 
have 400,000 yards. At the price fixed 
in Cincinnati, our ashes ougkt to 
bring $40,000. . 

By applying to the cost of cleaning 
the streets the revenue derived from 
the sale of its refuse, Cincinnati hoped 
to reduce the expense of maintaining 
an important department of the mu. 
nicipal government. 

Street Commissioner Travilla does 
not beifeve that the refuse of St. 
Louis will yield a large sum if sep- 
arated and sold. 

Money Lacking fer Experiment, 

“The estimates put on the amounts | 
and values of the Gifferent materials 
wathered in the streets and alleys are 
thee speculative,” said Mr. Travil- 
a 
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“A test of this scheme might show 
its impracticality. But the test can- 
not be matle without a large expend- 
iture for teams, additional employes 
and machinery. If the attempt to 
turn the crty's refuse to account 
should fall, this expense would have 
been for nothing. The experiment 
would be so coatiy that I don't Itk- 
to risk spending any part of my ap- 
propriation making it. IT need every 
cent that has been allowed me in. 
taking care of necessary improve- | 
ments, repairs and cleaning. 

“Rut some day, when we become as 
economical as the people of Europe 
are, and learn to utilize what we now 
call waste, St. Louis may be able to 
pay half the cost of cleaning her | 
streets from the money obtained by 
selling the refuse.”

Old Home Near Connt’s. 

“Our old family home is in Stuttgart, 
Germany, where is also the home and 
family seat of the Zeppelins. Our home 
is quite near the Zeppelin villa and our 











families have known each other for 
many years. I, myself, have only a 
slight personal acquaintance with the 
present Count, as I have lived for 42 
years in America. My brother, Dr. Wil- 
helm Lauser, was a warm friend of the 
Count. The Countess Zeppelin, my niece, 
was Charlotte Amelia Pepita Berta Lo- 
lita Lauser, before her marriage in 1895. 
She was a most beautiful girl and was 
known as the ‘‘belle of Berlin,’’ where 
Dr. Lauser was at that time residing, 
ais editor of the Nord Deutsche Allege- 
meine Zeitung. 

“My brother, Herman Lauser of Ham- 
burg, has prepared and sent to me a 
family tree tracing our ancestry back to 
the thirteenth century. Our first ances- 
tor of whom we have direct knowledge 
was known simply by the name of Lu- 
ser, and lived in the latter part of the 
thirteenth century. The name Lauser is 
merely an expansion of the original 
form, which appears first in the sixth 
generation.” 

The second ancestor designated in the 
Lauser family tree is Ludwig Maiger 
user des Klosters Hirsau zu Schafhau- 
sen, born in 1360. The latter portion of 
the name may be translated ‘‘of the 
cloister of Hirsau, near Schafhausen.”’ 
Schafhausen is near Frederichshafen, 
from which place Count Zeppelin started 
his airship flight. 

Long List of Descendants. 

Three Hans Lusers follow Ludwig Lu- 
ser, down to the year 1485. In that year 
Conlin Luser was born. In 1610, the 
name is changed to Lauser. The de- 
scendants in order from that time are 
Conlin, Jacob, Johann Jacob, Hans, Ja- 
cob, Johann Jacob and Jacob Josias. 

The next descendant ts Jacob Friede- 
rick Lauzser, born in 1809, the father of 
Rudolph Lauser. There were ll de- 
scendants of Jacob Friederick Lauser. 
Those now living are Herman August 





Lauser of Hamburg, Rudelph Lauser of 
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St. Louis, Mrs. Friederick Berta Lau- 
ser Kriech and Emma Lauser of 
Stuttgart. The other seven were Dr. 
Wilhelm Lauser, Adolph Friederick Lau- 
ser, Karl Theodor Lauser, Friederick 
Gustave Lauser, Wilhelm Paul Lauser, 
Kathar Luise Friederick Lauser, and 
Friederick Lauser. There are 59 other 
members of the family descended from 
the above. 
Took Part in Religious Wars. 

The coat-of-arms of the Lauser fam- 
ily is in the form of a quartered shield. 
In the upper right-hand and lower left- 


hand quarters is a lion rampant. In 


the upper left-hand and lower right- 
hand quarters are arrows pointing up- 
ward. The researches of the family have 
revealed the fact, Mr. Lauser says, that 
its earliest members were participants 
in the bloodiest of the early religious 
wars; their warlike attributes are 
symbolized by the figures on the coat- 
of-arms. 

Ruloph Lauser has been a resident 
of St. Leuls for 4 years. He is now 60 
years old. He is a mechanical engineer, 
and until a few years age was in the 
employ of the city. Mr. Lauser’s first 
wife was a Miss Mary Alton, a St. Louis 
girl, whom he married 37 years ago. His 
first wife died four years ago, and in 
1906 he was married te Mrs. Loretta 
O’ Keefe. ;

Boomers of Town Near Alton 
Call New Newspaper 
“Box Car Gazette.” 





H. H. Harlan, publisher and editor 
of the first newspaper in Rockefeller’s 
boom town near Alton, calls it the Ben- 
bow City News, but everybody else 
calls it the ‘“‘Box Car Gazette,’’ and it 
is under the latter name that it will 
probably endure in journalistic annals, 
because it igs the only newspaper in 
this part of the world that is issued 
from a boxcar office. 

Benbow City has grown faster than 
the carpenters could work and ready- 
made, boxcars have been utilized in 
place of made-to-order houses. 

When Harlan arrived from Madison 
with a printing press and several] fonts 
of type, he hunted all over north town 
and south town and on the hill, but 
there was not a “for rent’’ sign in the 
place, Although twenty or thirty sa- 
loons had gone out of business when 
the town was incorporated, the shacks 
they vacated were occupied for other 
branches of business before sunset. 

| Leases Box Car. 

The only vacant structure in tewn 
was the boxcar which had been occu- 
pied as a real estate agency. Harlan 
leased it and moved in, and in a few 
days issued the first number of the Ben- 
bow City News, in which he announced 
that he had come to stay. This was 
understood as“intended to héad off any 
facetious allusion to the ease with 
which his office could be moved. 

“Benbow City News” sounded tou 
ponderous for the populace... They nick- 
named ft the “Box Car Gazette’’ and by 
that name it has _ continued to be 
known, in spite of the retention of the 
baptismal name on the title page. 

And it seems to have prospered from 
the fact that Vol."1, No. 5, just from 
the boxcar presses, announces that 
“owing to a late rush of advertisements 
several interesting items were crowded 
out of this week's issue.’’ 

Starts a Crusade, 

The paper has shown that it is made 
of the right stuff by starting a double- 
barreled crusade. ‘‘T'wo things we are 
in need of,” it says, “is a centrally-lo- 
cated Postoffice and a shelter and light 


at North Wood River Station. Let us 
hope that the powers that be will relent, 
and that soon we will revel in the pos- 
session of both.”’ 

The nearest neighbor to the newspaper 
office is a sawmill, also in a box ear. 
As the editor sits in his sanctum the 
buzz next door is a constant reminder 
to saw wood for the next issue. 

Benbow is a small city now, with all 
the attributes of a frontier boom town, 
but it will soom have a population of 
5000, according to the advertisements of 
the real estate men in the columns of 
the Box Car Gazette.

Historian Maclay Finds Record 
of the Engagement in 
Edinburgh.

SCOTCH BOAT A VICTOR 








* «yrocket” Escaped Lower- 
‘ing Colors by Good Sail- 
ing in 1779, 


NEW YORK, July 4.—Edward Stanton 
Maciay, author of the ‘“‘History of he 
United States Navy and American Pri- 
vateere,"” announces that he recently 
discovered in the archives in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, the record of a naval action 
fn which an American ship figured that 
Was never mentioned in any American 
history. 

The combat was between the Yankee 
privateer Skyrocket and the Scotch ves- 
sel, Sharp, and occurred in 1779. Mr. 
Maclay's story of the action follows: 


BY EDWARD STANTON MACLAY, 
A sea fight between an American and 


@ Scotch armed vessel, which seems 
“ever before to have been recorded in 


; American annals, has just been brought 

light by the discovery in the library 
rchives of Edinbufgh, Scotland, of a 
copy. of a letter from the commander 
@f the Scotch craft to his employers. 

The name of the Scotian boat was the 
Sharp, Capt. Archibalt Bogg, owned by 
merchants in Glasgow, while the name 
of the Yankee craft was Skyrocket, 
Capt. Burke, a brig mounting 16 guns 
@nd manned by more than one hundred 
and twenty men—an armament and 
complement that made the Skyrocket 
more formidabie than many of the regu- 
lar American warships in those days. 
The Sharp, according to the ietter of 
‘Capt. Boggs, was armed with 14 carriage 
guns, six of them 12-pounders, besides 
six swivels. 

The only note there is of the Sky- 
rocket in American records is the bare 
mention of her name in Emmons’ Sta- 
tistical History of the United States 
Navy, which was published in 1860. 


Seotch Vessel Had Carronades. 

But the most important feature of the 
BScotian’s armament was that six of the 
@arriage guns were carronades—a new 
‘weap@n in tho®e° days and one that at 
first carried consternation to the enemy 
as will be seen in a letter from Capt. 
Boge. The carronade was a gun of 
large bore, having a shorter range, but 
greater smashing power. 

It was claimed, and with truth, that 
the smashing force of a 12-pounder car- 
fronade at short range was equal to that 
ef a 24-pounder. In fact the invention, 
which took its narne from the Sown of 
Carron, France, was quite as much of 
@n advance in ordnance in those days 
as is the rifled shot of today over the 
solid round shot of 40 years ago. In 
Capt. Bogg's report of this action is had 
the first account of the effect of these 
*‘new" guns in actual battle. 

It appears that the Sharp was bound 
@n a VOvage to Jamaica, but had scarce- 
ly proceeded beyond sight of the Irish 
coast when she was attacked by a hos- 
tile craft—whether an American or 
Frenchman, Capt. Bogg was unable to 
State.

“On the 17th (March, 1779), being a Iit- 
the to the westward of Tulker, a cutter 
privateer passed the Sharp; she dogged 
us till the 18th at night, when she at- 
tempted to’ board us.

If Mulvihill Has His Way, the 
Ratio Will Be One 
to One.

Excise Commissioner Mulvihill, who 
knows a good many new saloon laws 
that Missouri ought to have, has come 
to the conclusion that the preportion of 
saloons to churches is too large in St. 
Louis. 

Mr. Mulvihill says he has reduced the 
ration, which used to be nine saloons to 
ene church. It is now seven to one in 
favor of the saloons. 

He suggests making the license about 
four times as high as at present. This, 
experts estimate, would drive more than 


three-fourths, probably six-sevenths, of 
the saloons out o. business. 

The number of saloons would then be 
equal to that of the churches, and, to 
kepe up the parity, the next step would 
be a law permi‘ting only one saloon 
for every church. -.dAr. Mulvihill doubt- 
less would be willing to couple this law 
with the one establishing an educa- 
tional test for saloon Keepers. Together 
they would send his name and fame 
thundering down the ages for quite a 
distance. 

One Church, One Saloon, 
It seems to we the nature of liquor

WILL TELL LOVE STORY 





Hearing Wednesday Will Add 
New Chapter to Hunts- 
ville~Tragedy. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
HUNTSVILLE, Mo., July 4—When 
Irving J. Carter is arraigned before 
Special Judge Hinton, next Wednesday, 
in the Randolph Ctrcuit Court, for his 
preliminary hearing for killing Thomas 
R. Bagby, the night of June 27, it is 
said by relatives and counsel for the 
defense that Beulah Carter. his 16-year- 
old sister, who was the cause of the 
family feud leading up to the killing, 
will be placed on the stand to tell all 
about her relations with Thomas Bagby. 
At the inquest Beulah Carter did not 
testify, and it seemed the aim of the 
family then to sacrifice Irving Carter 
to save his sister. Now, it is said, the 
girl will be forced to tell all she knows, 

in defense of her brother. 

The supposed-burglar plea, made by 
Carter at the inquest, has been aban- 
doned, and it is authoritatively said that 
the defense, next Wednesday, will be 
the unwritten law. 


CHAPTER I. 


Eight miles southeast of Huntsville, 
which is the county seat of Randolph, 
live the Carters and the Bagbys. Both 
families are old settlers. Their homes 
are four miles apart, situated among the 
rolling hills which abound in North 
Missouri. From a generation the Car- 
ters and the Bagbys were friends, un- 
til about six months ago, Thomas A. 
Bagby, the youngest of the Bagby boys, 
became attentive to Beulah Carter. 

Until that time the two families had 
been intimate, but the attentions of 
young Bagby were distasteful to the 
Carters, and this led to dissention which 
Gnally led to estrangement and developed 
a feud. 

Thomas Bagby was 24 years old, while 
Beulah Carter, at the time he began 
to be attentive to her, was only 15 years 
old. David J. Carter, father of the girl, 
objected to the calls of Bagby because 
of the girl’s youth. Irving Carter, her 
brother, did not like the personal habits 
of the young man. 


CHAPTER II. 


Thomas Bagby was forbidden the Car- 
ter premises. He was ordered not to 
visit the house, and not to attempt to 
meet Beulah Carter at any other place. 

The young people began a secret cor- 
respondence. The rural mail carrier on 
the route which passed both their homes 
carried their letters, and he had orders 
to deliver them to none but the youth 
and girl to whom they were addressed. 

Later Bagby began to meet Beulah 
Carter in Huntsville and other places, 
and one Sunday night he accompanied 
her to a country church, where he 
waited for her at the door, refusing to 
go inside. 


CHAPTER III. 


The Carters heard of the clandestine 
meetings and redoubled their vigilance 
to keep the young man from meeting 
the girl,. About one month ago, Irving 
Carter met Thomas Bagby on the street 
in Huntsville and a quarrel followed, 
during which blows were exchanged. 

‘T thought I told you never to come 
to our place again, and never to speak 
to my sister?’ Carter said to Bagby. 

“Yes, you did,’’ Bagby replied, “but 
your sister is old enough to know her 
own mind, and she loves me. I'll see 
her when I please.’’ 

‘You think my sister good enough to 
walk and drive through country roads 
with you, but not good enough to. go 
to church with you, is that it?” said 
Carter, referring to the church inci- 
dent. 

With that he struck Bagby in the 

mouth with his right hand. Bagby re- 
turned the blow, and it looked like a 
sure-enough fight, when friends sepa- 
rated the youths. 
This was the last encounter between 
Carters and Bagbys before the tragedy, 
but it is known that the men of both 
families were prepared for further trou- 
ble, if they met. 


CHAPTER IV. 


After the fistic encounter with Irving 
Carter, Thomas Bagby began clande- 
stine visits to Beulah Carter at her own 
home, after nightfall, as is attested by 
hie letters to her, and as admitted by 
the girl since the tragedy. 

The Carter home is a cottage, with a 

hedge of young evergreen trees along 
the front walk and lining the front. 
fence, and it is located 200 yards from 
a small creek, over which there is a 
bridge. 
It was Bagby’s custom, according to 
facts learned since the tragedy, from 
his letters and from the girl, to ride 
over to the Carter place about 9 o'clock 
at night, and hitch his horse at the 
bridge. He then crept up behind the 
evergreen hedge and whistled. Beulah 
Carter went to him. This continued a 
®onth. 


CHAPTER V. 


Friday, June 2%, according to the sto- 
ries told by Mrs. Thomas J. Bagby, 
mother of the dead youth, and Harold 
Bagby, his older brother, Thomas Bag- 
by received a letter from Beulah Car- 
ter, inclosing a letter from David Carter, 
the father. Mrs. Bagby 
Bagby say that Thomas showed them 
the letter from Carter, but withheld 
that from the gir). 

The letter from the father invited the 





young man to call at the house the

next night, as,

it stated, Beulah was 
now old enough to recetve callers, and 
the family wanted to effect a reconcilia- 
tion. 

Mrs. Bagby and Harold both urged 
Thomas Bagby not to go, but he in- 
sisted that he was not afraid. 

Robert Mayo, the rura) mail carrier, 
testified at.the inquest that on Friday 
morning he carried a letter addressed 
in Beulah’s handwriting to Thomes 
Bagby. Since the killing, neither let- 
ter can be found. : 


CHAPTER VI. 


Saturday night Thomas Bagby went 
t» the Carter home. He tied his horse 
by the bridle and went up through the 
yard. As He neared the window of 
Beulah’s room, which ts at the side of 
the house, he was shot down with a 
shotgun, discharge, from within the 
room, the charge crashing through the 
glass of the window. 

The shot from the gun tore away Bag- 
by’s throat, severing tie jugular vein. 
About the same time a shot from a 38- 
caliber revolver penetrated the top of 
Bagby‘s head, above the right eye. He 
ran around to the front porch, and feil 
dead. 


The Carters paid no attention to the 
body, and let it lay. where it fell until! 
2 a.m. Sunday. Irving Carter mounted 
a horse and rode to Huntsville, where 
he surrendered himsetf to Sheriff Hous- 
ton. To the Sheriff, he told the story 
of the tragedy, just as he related it the 
following day to the Coroner's jury, but 
not, it is said, as he will relate it next 
Wednesday. 

‘Carter told the Coroner and the Sher- 
iff that he saw a man coming across 
the yard and thought it a _ burglar. 
When the man approached the window, 
Carter said, he fired with the shot- 








gun and then ran to the front door, 
when he saw the figure run that way, 
and shot again with the revolver, He 
did not know it was Bagby until he saw 
him dead, he said. 


CHAPTER VII. 


There was an inquest Sunday. All the 


people from the Carter-Bagby neigh- 


borhood were there. The hearing was 
held at the Courthouse, and the Hunts- 
ville town square was filled with people. 
It looked like a picnic. Many took 
lunches. . 

Irving J. Carter was held for. murder, 
without bail. Then it was rumored that 
the killing would result in more. blood- 
shed. An old-fashioned feud Was pre- 
dicted. 

Sunday night Carter was removed to 
Moberly for safe keeping. The mob did 
not materialize. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


Carter is in the Huntsville Jail. The 
Carters seem indifferent—all but Beulah. 
She has been prostrated since the 
tragedy. She is attended by a phy- 
sician. 

One of the exhibits of the defense will 
be a bundle of over 200 letters, received 
by Beulah from Thomas Bagby during 
the few months prior to his death. All 
these are filled with endearing terms. 

The last letter, written two days be- 
fore the killing, ends with this prophetic 
phrase: 

‘‘Where do you suppose we will spend 
our eternity together?’

“BOURGEOIS SOUL” 
TO ELINOR GLYN 


President Only Warmed Up to 
Sister; Didn’t Fancy Three 
Weeks, She Said.

PARIS, July 4—Elinor Glyn re- 
gards Mark Twain as the most dis- 
tinguished man in the United States. 

To a reporter who called upon her to- 
day at the Hotel Ritz Mrs. Glyn said: 

“Mr. Clemens said many things to 
me with the air of a sage who was 
summing up his views of human life 
without prejudice or reserve. I wrote 
down his words while they were still 
fresh in my memory and sent him a 
copy.

The President 
talked all the’time to her sister. ‘‘Per- 
haps,’” Mrs. Glyn explained, “he had 
read “Three Wekks,’ and did not like 
it, which would indicate a ‘bourgeois 
soul.’ ’”’ 

She said the President reminded her 
of one of those machines that take a 
mass of concrete and crush it Into a 
block like marble, such was the fierce 
snap of the President's jaws.

DENVER, Colo., July 4.—Judge Alton 
B. Parker, who was nominated for Pres- 


ident by the Democrats at St. Louis in 
1904, over the protest of William Jen- 
nings Bryan, today declared that the in- 
dications pointed to Bryan’s nomination 
this week, and said that he would sup- 
port the Nebraskan, in the event of his 
nomination, to the fullest. extent and 
without prejudice. 

Mr. Parker admitted th&t there was 
difference of opinion among the Demo- 
cratic leaders as to whether Mr. Bry- 
an is or is not the most ‘“available’’ 
candidate; but he explained that this 
divergence of views is the best possible 
demonstration of the fact that his party 
is democratic in fact as well as in name. 
He said that if the majority decided to 
neminate Mr. Bryan the Nebraskan 
would be expected to receive the loyal 
support of all who followed Parker in 
1904. 

Parker Discusses the Outlook. 


When seen today, Mr. Parker chatted 
interestingly on the existing situation 
and the outlook. 

“Do you consider the presidential nom- 
ination still an open question, or is Mr. 
Bryan’s nomination reasonably’ as- 
sured?’ Judge Parker was asked. 

“Of course I have no more exact in- 
formation than you have on that sub- 
ject,’’ he replied. 

‘But the reports gathered by the press 
and by those who are keeping pretty 
close track of the standing of delega- 
tions appear to indicate that Mr. Bryan 
has a very strong lead and one which 
may be sufficient to give him the nom- 
ination. 

“At the same time, we are here in 
friendly rivalry, both as to men and 
measures. It may be that some of us 
would have heard of another candidate. 
But we are here for an exchange of 
views, and it is the very essence of 
Democratic faith to accept the will of 
the majority. 


Will Support the Nominee. 


“Of course, there is only one final 
way for that will to have official ex- 
pression, and that is by a ballot in the 
convention. Meantime, there is not a 
man in the convention who will not say 
today that he is ready to accept the will 
o* the convention and support the can- 
didate, when that will is definitely 
made known.” 

“In the event of Mr. Bryan’s nomina- 
tion, I judge from the foregoing that 
you would wish your stanch friends of 
1904 to give their loyal support to him?” 
was the query put to Judge Parker. 

“Most assuredly,"’ he replied: “and 
why not? Mr. Bryan will then become 
the exponent of the Democratic party. 

“Mr. Bryan's ability is every where 
conceded, and by no one more than 
myself. He is a gentleman of splendid 
intellectual ability, of vast information 
on public affairs, an orator of magnetic 
qualities, with an engaging personality. 
He is a natural leader of men. Make 
no mistake, therefore, as to the atti- 
tude and the personal feeling of my 
friends, and of myself, toward Mr. 
Bryan in the event of his nomination.” 


Parker on the Platform. 


“Is there any division of sentiment 
over the platform?” Judge Parker was 
asked. 

“Don't call it division of sentiment. 
It is the same as to measures as it is 
to men—we are here for an exchange 
of all views. We are all devoted to 
the great party with which we nave 
long been identified. In a gathering 
of 1000 men from every section of this 
immense country, it is altogether nat- 
ural that there should be differing 
shades of view upon some of the great 
eatin now confronting the coun- 


“This difference of view, and this 
reconciling of the varying shades of 
sentiment from all parts of the coun- 
try, serves a most valuable end, for 
out of it all will come the solid judg- 
ment of Democrats representing the 
whole country, and such a judgment, 
it is to be hoped, will be consistent 
with the great principles of the Dem- 
ocratic party, and will serve the coun- 
try in a most vital manner at this 
moment by combating the Roosevelt- 
lan tendency to centralize all power 
in the hands of the Federal Govern- 
ment as against the states. 

“I do not want to go into details 
,as to these principles, as some gentie- 
men are a bit sensitive, and are prone 
to array us as Radicals or Conserv- 
atives.

CHICAGO, July 4.—Nine of the ten 
balloons entered in the Chicago-to- 
ocean race left here this afternoon. The 
start, ortginally scheduled for 3 o'clock, 
was delayed to such an extent that the 
first balloon, the ‘‘Fielding,”’ did not cast 
off its moorings until two hours and 
fourteen minutes after the schédule 
time. Then others arose at regular in- 
tervals, the last to get away, the mam- 
moth Chicago, of 110,000 cubic feet ca- 
pacity, leaving at 7:50. It Is the largest 
in the world. 

The start was viewed by 15,000 spec- 
tators. 

When the Cincinnati left the ground 
its pilots, Leslie Haddock and George 
Howard, failed to caleulate correctly 
their distance from a mass of electric 
light and telegraph wires near the 
starting point and their baskets be- 
came entangled in the obstacles. 

Warned by Shouts, 

A shout of warning gave them their 
first notice of their dangér. Both men 
leaned over the edge of the car and 
grasped the car. Howard fell back and 
it Was feared he was shocked severely. 
As Haddock succeeded in clearing the 
car, however, Howard again came into 
view and waved his hand to the crowds, 
being apparently uninjured. 

The balloon “I Will” did not start. 
The bag showed several  ~efects when 
it -was inflated for a trial flight several 
days ago, and C. H. Perrigo of Chi- 
cago, its owner, was unable to obtain 
the necessary repairs in time. He satied 
in the “Illinois,” taking the place of 
C. H. Gregory, who had been scheduled 
to accompany J. D. Case in that bal- 
loon. 

All the balloons took a northeast-by- 
east course from this city, saffing ont 
over Lake Michigan, where they were 
lost to view in the evening mists.

St. Louis Lumbermen Working 
Along the Lines Suggested 
by the President. 





Lumberman from all over the yellow 
pine belt extending from Central Vir- 
ginia to the Gulf Coast will again meet 
fm St. Louis, Wednesday, to lay plans 
fer a community of interest which, it 
fs stated, may become in effect a 
3 *trust’’ of huge proportions, 

The effort, according to the lumber- 
men, many of whom have headquarters 


in St. Louis, will have for its princi- 
pal object the preservation of the for- 
ests in the great lumber producing ter- 
ritory of the South and Middle West, 
and which has up to the present time 
had the sanction and support of the 
Roosevelt administration. 

At a secret meeting held at the Mer- 
cantile Club three weeks ago Gifford 
- Pinchot, Chfef of the Government For- 
' estry Bureau, was the principal speaker. 

On behalf of President Roosevelt, he 
invited the lumbermen to send represen- 
tatives to a conference with the Presi- 
dent. This conference was held a month 
_ ago. 

Lumbermen Reticent. 

Nelson W. McLeod, who is regarded as 
the local head of the movement, has 
fused to make any statement except tha 
the lumbermen are working together 
g@fong the general line of President 
Roosevelt's plan to conserve the natural 
resources of the country. 

There is to be no merging of capital by 
the various lumber concerns which are 
taking part In the conference, it is stat- 
ed, but a working agreement will be 
_ veached by which the output will be con- 
‘ trolled by a central organization which 
will have its headquarters in St. Louis, 
the great lumber market of the South 
and Southwest. 

The aggregate capital of the compa- 
mies which are active in this fleld is 
more than §100,000,000. 

To Prevent Waste. 

It is considered impractable to float 
a holding company for all of these con- 
‘cerns, but the central organization is 
‘expected to exercise supervision over 
the operations of all the compantes and

Smack Your Lips Over Thia. 

What do you say to a nice bowl of 
Danish soup made according to Mrs. 8. 
M. Green’s directions? Here it is: 

“One pint of grape juice, one pine of 
water, three tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
two sticks of cinnamon, six cloves. Boll 
five to seven minutes and strain. Put 
back on fire with three tablespoonfuls of 
minute tapioca which has been soaked. 
Boil until clear, put on Ice and serve 
with discs of toasted bread.”’ 

My, but that was good! Now let’s 
order some of Mrs. A. D. Brown's lob- 
ster chops. 


“Two cups chopped lobster, half a tea-. 


spoonful of salt, a few grains of cayenne 
pepper, a teaspeonful of lemon juice, 
yolk of one egg, a teaspoonful of fine- 
ly chopped parsley and one cup of thick 
white sauce. Mix in the order given. 
When cool, shape into chops, dip in 
cracker meal and egg and fry in deep 
fat.”’

Ever try one of Mrs. Robert Ranken’s 
broiled steaks? Here is the way she 
cooks them: 

“Have clear coals and a hot meat 
dish. Rub suet on the gridiron, place 
the steak over the coals. Count ten and 
turn. Keep on ceunting ten and turn- 
ing until the steak is cooked, dripping 
the juices into the dish as they fall. Put 
salt, pepper: and butter into the dish 
and garnish with siiced bacon.” 

Seme of Mrs. Charlotte Perks’ po- 
tatoes au gratin are just the thing to 
go with the steak. Here they are: 

“Slice boiled potatoes while hot into a 
baking dish, dust with salt. Make:a 
layer of potatoes, the one of grated or 
thinly sliced cheese until the dish is 
almost full. Pour over all a white sauce 
made of one tablespoonful of butter, 
melted in a saucepan with two tabie- 
spoonfuls of flour, stirred until smooth. 
Add a pint of milk and cook upeil 
smooth and thick.”

Miss Marie Ryan suggests a salad that 
you may like: 

“Chep twe large apples, one stalk of 
celery, two tablespoenfuls of English 
walnuts. AGd one teaspoonful of sugar 
and mayonnaise dressing.” 

“Butter a baking dish and put first a 
laver of cracker crumbs and then 4 
ayer of sliced tomatoes until the dish 
is nearly full. Season each Isyer with

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CHASE FOR TOY 


BALLOON. ENDS 
IN A DROWNING 


Young Man Wades in Pitts 
burg Lake, Unable to 
Swim, and Sinks. 








When a toy balloon which had drifted 
acrogs the river from St. Louis fell 
into Pittsburg Lake, near Alta Sita, on 
the outskirts of East St. Louis, last 
night, Peter Graham, 25 years old, 2400 
Bond street, who had been chasing the 
balloon for blocks, plunged into the 
lake after it. He miscalculated the 
water’s depth and sank instantly, un- 
able to swim. He drowned within sight 
of a dozen fishermen, before they could 
reach him. 

The body was recovered late Saturday 
and taken to his home, A half-dozen 
youths had joined in the chase after 
the balloon with Graham, but gave it 
up after pursuing the bag a number 
of blocks.

Ralph Littlefield Steps Beyond 
His Depth While Wading 
in Creek. 





Ralph Littlefleld, 23 years old, an elec- 
trical engineer employed by the Wag- 
ner Electric Co., was drowned in seven 
feet of water, while wading in Fee Fee 
Creek, near Vigus, Mo., yesterday aft- 
ernoon. His brother, Stewart Little- 
field, narrowly escaped drowning when 
he plunged into the water to save Ralph, 
although he could not swim himself. 
He was saved by P. H. Davison, the 
only member of the party who could 
swim. 

Davison and the brothers had spent 
the day fishing, and, as evening ap- 
proached, they started to wade in the 
shallow water at the edge of the creek. 
The stream at that point is neither 
deep nor wide. Ralph ventured into the 
middle of the creek. 


Sinks Without a Word. 


Suddenly his two companions saw 
him sink, without time for a cry. Think- 
ing he had slipped on the muddy bot- 
tom of the creek, they waited for him 
to come up. He reappeared once and 
sank immediately. The younger brother 
realized that Ralph was beyond his 
depth, and, with a terrorized cry, 
plunged forward to the spot where his 
brother had sunk. 

As he reached it, he, too, sank sud- 
denly. Davison swam to the middle of 
the creek and seized Stewart Littlefield 
as he came to the surface. The latter 
struggled fiercely against Davison’s ef- 
forts to save him, but, by main force, 
Davison overpowered him and swam 
with him to shallow water, Ralph Lit- 
tlefield had not reappeared and Davison 
ran for help. 

Littlefield’s body later was recov-

Brevity and Reform Are 
Distinguishing Points Can- 
didate Desires. 





By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch, 


DENVER, Colo., July 4.—The platform 
tonight was still in a nebulous vondition, 
but a tentative draft was expected here 
from Lincoln before the morning. Those 


who are waiting to receive it are by no 
means -certajn. that they will not get 
instead a mere outline of two or three 
planks. 

All stories to the effect that the plat- 
form has been drafted or that it will 
be drafted for two or three days yet, 
may safely be set down as unmitigated 
nonsense. The planks have not yet 
been decided upon. 

Mr. Bryan wants a record-breaking 
platform in the matter of brevity. His 
representatives on the gpound have 
been doing their best to hold down the 
Suggestions that have come in. 

Many Must Be Adopted. 

There has been a flood of them and 
many of the suggestions have been of 
such a character that Mr. Bryan and 
the other leaders have found themselves 
obliged to accept them. It looks now 
as if the platform would be longer than 
Mr. Bryan desired, but the attempt is 
still being made to keep it as short ag 
possible. 

The Nebraska platform served as a4 
working model, but nothing more. Nor 
is Mr. Bryan going to write the whole 
platform himself. What he sends down 
here will be a draft, and the Committee 
on Resolutions will have more work to 
do than did the one at Chicago. 

This fact has become so well known 
as to encourage plank-makers, who are 
arriving here on every train. 

Bryan Himeclf Is Receptive, 
They are at work fully as much on 
the men they think will be on the Res- 
olutions Committee as they are on Mr. 
Bryan. Mr. Bryan is in a receptive mood 
as to many of these suggestions, too. 
For example, the clause of the anti- 
injunction -plank which proposes to re- 
affirm the old Jaw of 1793, requiring no- 
tice in anti-injJunction cases, was sug- 
gested to him in a letter by Gen. Fin- 
ley of Ohio, and promptly accepted by 
the peerless leader. 

Judge Martin J. Wade of Iowa has a 
plank pledging the party, in the event 
of the election of a Democratic House, 
to the restoration of that body to its 
old-time position in the American sys- 
tem of government. 

This plank describes the degradation 
ef the House under Republican rule 
frem its place as a legislative body to 
that of a mere registering machine for 
the Speaker’s will and promises such 
a revision of the rules as will abolish 
the House oligarchy. 

This proposed plank has attracted a 
great deal of attention here today, and 
many of Bryan's friends say the sub-

ATTLING NELSON today won the title of lightweight pugilist of the 
world from the man who defeated him at Goldfield, Nev., almost two 
years ago. He knocked out Joe Gans in the seventeenth round, after a 


fight as desperate as any that had been seen here in years. Fighting from the 
beginning to the end of every round, moving ceaselessly forward and never 


giving ground, Nelson, with bulldog tenacity and wonderful 


stamina, slowly 


battered the veteran negro champion into submission. 


The end was not sudden and there 
were few who watched the progress of 
the battle and saw Gans grow weaker 
and weaker from round to round, but 
had made up their minds as to the re- 
su't long before the count was given 
that made the Iilinois lad champion. 

Three times Gans was sent to the 
floor in the final round, each time tak- 
ing all the time allowed. 

A blow from Nelson's left glove to 
the pit of the stomach ended the fight 
and Gans toppled over and rested on his 
knees, his face wearing a painful ex- 
pression. He tried in vain to regain 
his feet, but failed and was counted 
out, 


Nelxon Ia Lionized, 
HEN the men and a score who had 


r 
l gathered in the open-air arena on 

the San Mateo hills, cheered the 
man who had become champion after 
defeat and rushed in frenzied enthus!- 
asm for the ring. 

The special police were bowled over 
and Nelson was swept off his feet and 
hoisted on the shoulders of his friends 
to be carried around the arena and to 
his dressing room, while the beaten, 
bleeding Gans was calmly escorted by 
his seconds from the scene of his de- 
feat. 

There was the usual dispute about the 
count, It is claimed that when Gans 
went down for the first and second 


times in the seventeenth round he was’ 


eounfed out, but so great was the con- 
_fusion that no-one could hear the of- 
ficial timekeeper’s count. Many of 
Gans’ friends claimed the count on the 
final knockdown was short and that he 
Was not properly out. It was apparent, 
however, that Gans was a defeated man 


after the eighth round. 
All Gans at First. 
F ed at will on Nelson, terribly pun- 
ishing him about the face. It did 


OR the first five rounds Gans land- 
not look thet Nelson had one chance in 


a hundred to win, but he néver haai- 
tated to come to close quarters with the 
champion. 


Finally in the seventh round Gans be- 
gan to weaken.and from that time the 
tide turned in Nelson's favor. In the 
seventh he caught Gans off his guard 
and landed heavily on the body. There- 
after it was Nelson's fight. 


Gans used all his skill and general- 
ship to stall off the Dane’s rushes, but 
failed to stop him. 


In the twelfth round Gang went to the 
fl-or for the count of nine on three dif- 
ferent occasions. Nelson punished him 
severely about the body and face, but it 
was the body blows that eventually 
brought the champion to grief. 


Gans Shows Fiesh., 


N THE fourteenth Gans showed a 
flash of his class. Although ap- 
parently hopelessly beaten at. this 
stage of the contest, he rocked the Dane 
time and again with his famous short- 
arm wallops. But they had not the 
slightest effect, and when Gans went to 
hix corner he seemed to realize he was 
a beaten man and so informed his sec- 
onds. 


Nelson, when seen ifn his dressing 
room after the fight presented a bat- 
tered up appearance, but was apparent- 
ly as strong as before the fight com- 
menced., 

The attendance at today’s battle was 
the greatest, with two exceptions; that 
ever attended a prizefight in California. 

The receipts approximately amounted 
to $40,000. 

Among the spectators was Mrs. Joe 
Gans. About twenty women saw the 
fight. 

Thousands were bet at the ringside at 
even money that Nelson weuld be 





knocked out in 15 rounds. 


FIGHT BY ROUNDS, SHOW1NG 
HOW GANS WAS BEATEN DOWN 


ROUND ONE~—The men shook hands. 
after feinting with the left, Gans sent 
in three smashes to the jaw and then

rushed in Gans met him with a ring up- 
percut. Gens was clever and avoided 
Nelson's onslaughts with ease. They 
mvent to close quarters and were or- 
dered to break by the referee.

Drum- 
mond Jones, captain of the Yale ten- 
nis squad; Guy Oliver, who also learned 
the fine points of the game in the East, 
and BE. Cc. Adkins of Washington Uni- 
versity, are the three St. Louis young- 
sters around whom the greatest inter- 
est of the spectators centered. 

In the first round Jones took his 
match handily from J. R. Williams. 
Oliver defeated Nick Perrin without al- 
lowing his opponent a game in the 
two sets. 

Adkins paired off with Paul Gleeson, 
who has been one of the star players 
here for the last ten years, and though 
the boy played a game of tennis that 
proves he is a comer, the older man de- 
feated him after a hard struggle. 

Youngsters Pushing the Veterans. 

This leaves Jones and Oliver as the 
representatives of the younger genera- 


tion of players that are pushing hard | 


the old-timers. And the tennis the two 
boys put up yesterday has aroused 
great interest and speculation among 
those who follow the sport here as to 
how they will come out in the tourna- 
‘ment.

Isn't it 
rough? It’s all the rougher that, after 
today’s game at Sportsman’s Park, the 
Browns egain will have to try to creep 
into the ogre’s cave and do battle with 
him. 

The figures, however, show other 
things that lead one to believe they are 
strong enough to offset even the hodoo 
of the Red Sox. 


IT BEGINS THIS WAY. 
UST nick the season apart and 

J take out the kernels. There are 

lots of them. The baseball world 
hae to admit that the Western teams 
have it on their Eastern brethren this 
season. The gentleman from beyond 
our provinces don’t seem to belong in 
our set at all. Every Western team is 
in the first division and every Eastern 
aggregation in the lower circle of four. 
That’s to be well noted. For we imme- 
diately arrive at the fact that the 
Lrowns have trounced two of these 
same Western terrors and been beaten 
by one, so far in the race. 

The figures will show us that from 
Cleveland the ‘Browns have won 8 
games and lost 6; from Chicago they 
have won 8 and lost 9; from De- 
troit they have won 6 and lost : 5. 
In other words, they have a _ su- 
periority of three games as a result of 
their conflict with the West. This, it 
must be remembered, was achieved in 
the face of a miserable schedule ar- 
rangement, which gave the Browns the 
hot end of the poker. Thus ft will be 
seen that the Browns have something 
on the West. Many of their early games 
were won’on sheer spirit and et a time 
when the pitchers were tn disgracefully 
poor fighting shape. 

HARD GAMES ARE FEW. 
YT only have the Browns dis- 

N posed of the West handily, but 

they have cleared away a lot 
more of the tough Western timber 
than they have of the Eastern soft 
pine. For instance, 39 games against 
Western teams have been played, while 
only 27 remain to be rontested—remov- 
ing a big percentagg of the hardest 
competition. 

On the other hand the club has glided 
through the Eastern circuit like a hot 
knife through Camembert. The team 
has won 18 contests from the East and 
lost 10. It can be imagined what this 
record would be without Boston, which 
captured six of the ten victories achieved 
by the denizens of the seaboard cities. 

In Aher words, the Browns have 
beaten the spirits out of the East, and 
of this 
apparently easy going the St. Louls men 
will still have 60 games to play. Grant- 
ing that Boston continues to hold the 
Browns about safe, the club will win 
38 games if It only retains the prowess 
it had when it last met these clubs. 
Against the West they have only to win 
14 games to maintain even @ better 
average.

On a bluff over the river from which 
the sparkling waters may be seen 
through the trees is a roomy old house 
where in the quiet of the forest the 
employes of the firm may spend their 
vacations or recuperate from an ill- 
ness. 

Place Comprises 125 Acres. 

The land about the house comprises 
12% acres of farm land and forest. It is 
ideally situated. At the top of the 
bluff, 200 feet above the stream, is aA 
long, roomy, old-fashioned house, 8 
feet long and 60 feet wide. 

The entrance is into a large club 
room, in which there is a piano, good 
pictures, good books and magazines. It 
has a good old Missouri fireplace in 
which a log as long as a man may be 
burned—the kind grandfather had 
when the winters were colder and old- 
fashioned comforts prevailed. It Is a 
double-barrelled fireplace, one side heat- 
ing the club room, the other the dining 
rocm.

The men have a separate dormitory or 
sleeping quarters away from the main 
building, where they may smoke and 
conduct themselves as if they were at 
home and untramelled.

Consistent With Salaries. 

The association provides benefits for 
those who are ill according to the 
amount of their monthly contribu- 
tions to it, but all the employes of the 
store are entitled to the services of a 
physician when they are il.

JOB CARING FOR 


| HIS SICK WF 
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Poverty, Sickness and. Death 
Crowded Fast on Allen 
Family. 


DEBTS ACCUMULATING. 








Woman Writes That ‘Work, 
Not Charity,” Is Assist- 
ance Desired. 





Misfortunes that include poverty, 
sickness and death have crowded thick 
upon the family of Samuel Allen of 4421 
Rutger street. 


Mrs. Allen’s letters to the Post-Dis- 
patch, asking suggestions as to how she 
might help her husband escape from’ a 
burden of debt and support their chil- 
dren without seeking or accepting char- 
ity, have been answered by kindly read- 
erg, 

But a new adversity—her own sick- 
ness—has prevented her from carrying 
into effect the plans which have been 
suggested to her. : 

When Mrs. Allen fell sick with pneu- 
monia, and when her husband remained 
home Sunday night to administer to her, 
he lost his job. Now without money or 
work, he is compelled to see his wife 
lying ill and deprived of proper care. 


Woman Writes in Bed. 


In a letter to the Post-Disppatch, 
written while she was propped on pil- 
lows, Mrs. Allen says, “I am sure we 
are the most unfortunate couple that 
ever tried to make and keep a home.” 

Last March and April Mr. Allen was 
without employment. At the same time 
Mrs. Allen was sick. Later He obtained 
work for a few days at a stretch, but 
was paid only $2 a day. On June 8, last, 
Alien's oldest son was drowned. From 
his meager wages Allen attempted, to 
pay a physician’s bill, an wndertaker's 
bill and a grocer’s bill. | 

It was when confronted by that task 
that Mrs. Allen wrote to readers of the 
Post-Dispatch for advice. Two readers 
offered suggestions. One advised that 
Mrs. Allen do needMwork and exhibit 
it for sale at the Woman’s Exchange. 
Another suggested that she might sell 
medicine, and that her children might 
assist her by selling papers or lemon- 
ade. 

Another hint of employment was given 
by a man who thought that mending 
and preparing unmarried men’s cloth- 


a livelihood. He cited the case of one 
woman who patched and sewed for ten 
men in an Olive street boarding house 
and received 50 cents a week from each. 


Conditions Are Described. 


In her latest letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch Mrs. Allen -says that she had 
thought of mending for unmarried men. 

“But I was a stranger and timid 
about hunting such places. We have 
had so much trouble, too, that I had 
no heart to venture out. Now I have 
pneumonia. 

‘‘My husband has lost his job because 
he had to stay at home and take care 
of me Sunday night. (He works at 
night.) When he went back to work 
he was told ‘We have another man.’ 
Can anyone suggest how he can get an- 
other job? He is a first-class fireman 
and can handle any kind of machinery. 
He is a good engineer, too, but has no 
license.”’ 

Mrs. Allen says her husband’s lack of 
employment is his misfortune and not 
his fault. 

‘My husband is a man that never 
drank, always worked hard and bears 
an excellent reputation in every way, 
but I cannot see how we can ever get 
ahead,’’ Mrs. Allen says. 


One Girl Is Employed. 

The Allens have four children, one a 
girl of 17, who has found employment 
in a restaurant at % a week. The others 
are too young to add materially to the 
family income. 

“My husband wants work, not char- 
ity,”” said Mrs. Allen as she lay on her 
sickbed last night.

‘Carpenter Fatally Stabbed 


When He Invades Slough 
Used by Negroes. 





TWO WITNESS TRAGEDY 





They Go to Rescue Too Late 
and Unidentified As- 
Sassin Eccapes. 


Rudolph Reichel, a carpenter, of 310 
North Spring avenue was stabbed to 
death at 6 a. m. yesterday by a negro 
who disputed his right to fish in a 
slough near Pittsburg Lake, East St. 
Louis. The murderer escaped. 

Reichel attempted to fish in a portion 
of the slough which is usually used by 
negroes. The negro who stabbed him to 
death objected to the carpenter casting 
his line into the forbidden water. 

Reichel had fished all night near 
James Moore's lake bridgehouse. He 
had poor luck and crossed over to a 
part of the slough abutting on James 
Pey's premises. The negro, who was 
fishing there got into a quarrel with 
Reichel. Before persons who were on 
the other side of the slough could get 
across Reichel had been stabbed to 
death and the negro had escaped. 

Philip Long, who was fishing near by, 
heard Reichel’s cries for help. He and 
James Moore started across the slough 
in a Boat, but were too late to ald Reich- 
e! 

The body, badly lacerated, was re. 
moved to an Bast St. Louis undertak- 
ing establishment. Several negroes who 
were fishing In the slough at the time 
were arrested, but they said they dia 
not know the negro who did the killing.

Last Week’s Business on N. Y. 
Exchange Is Lowest 
on Record.

The week just ended has been one of 
the most unsatisfactory from a trading 
standpoint that has ever been experi- 
enced on the New York Exchange. Not 
only was the volume of trading the 
lowest of any corresponding period for 
the last dozen years, but fluctuations in 
prices were of the most insignificant 
character. The changes in the entire 
list of stocks averaged less than a point, 


the range being from % to 1%. 

The political situation is primarily 
responsible for this condition of affairs. 
During the ‘week prior to the Republic- 
an Convention the market was in the 
same stagnant state. Business in Wall 
street will continue to be of the same 
perfunctory character it has been for 
two or three weeks past, until the final 
adjournment of the Democratic Con- 
vention at Denver. 

It is said by the wiseacres of the 
“street’’ that business will then reach 
normal propurtions, but in which direc- 
tion they hesitate to say. 

Judge Hough, iw the United States 
Circuit Court today, pointed Henry 
A. Robinson auxilia receiver of the 
United Boxboard and Paper Co. The 
company was formed in New Jersey in 
1902 and acquired a majority of the 
stock of the American Strawboard Co. 
and all the stock of the Knickerbocker 
Pulp and Paper Co. and the Uncas Pa- 
per Co., Norwich, Conn. In addition it 
acquired other plants, controlling or op- 
erating some 41 plants manufacturing 
strawboard and boxboard. A dividend 
of 1% per cent was paid on the prefer- 
red stock Dec. 15, 1902. Since then no 
dividends have been paid. 

The application for the receivers was 
made ba the Lockport Felt Co. of New 
York, and was not opposed by the box 
board company. 

The current liabilities of the company 
are given at $962,000 and its current as- 
sets at $828,000. 

The company’s total bonded indebted- 
ness is given at $3,880,400. The interest 
on these bonds could not be met out 
of the profits of the concern and had 
to be mét by. making use of part of the 
working capital of the company. This 
so depleted the working capital that the 
application for the receivers was made. 
The present business depression is as- 
signed as the reason for the trouble. 

The general assets of the company, 
including its 16 mills, amount to $21,- 
035,859. The general Habilities amount to 
$34,139,445. These liabilities include the 
capital stock, which aggregates $28,- 
927,400. 

The schedule of assets gives $14,000,000 
as the value of the several plants, some 
of which are located in Whippany, N. 
J., Peoria, Ill., Rockport and Wabash, 
Ind., Lockport and Greenwich, N. Y., 
Benton Falls and Fairfield, Me., and 
in New Hampshire and Ohlo. 

The United Boxboard and Paper Co. 
was managed and owned chiefly by Chi- 
cago interests. The business was first 
organized by J. H. and W. H. Moore in 
the 9s. O. C. Barber, president of the 
Diamond Match Co., was then president 
and the stock at one time sold as high 
as $125 a share. Certain stockholders be- 
came dissatisfied with the Barber man- 
agement and deposed him along with 
the Moores in 1895. Several presidents 
followed in rapid succession and finally, 
in 1902, the Barber people again secured 
control. Barber’s incumbency, however, 
was brief, and he was soon again voted 
out of office. Sidney Mitchell, a for- 
mer Board of Trade man and at that time 
junior member in a large grain house, 
led the opposition and was elected to 
Barber’s place. 

Dispatches to Dun’s Review jndicate 
the absence of any special change in 
trade conditions that is to be expected 
at this season of the year. Development 
is uneven at Boston, distribution of got- 
ton fabrics being only 60 per cent of 
last year’s, although it has been a good 
season for retailers. Woel is in better 
demand. Philadelphia reports further 
improvement at textfle and steel mills, 
much idle machinery having resumfed on 
July 1. Business is still below normal 
at Pittsburg. 

The number of unemployed is decreas- 
ing at Baltimore. Trade is a little bet- 
ter at Louisville. Jobbers at Kansas 
City are busy making up for the recent 
delay caused by high water, mail orders 
are plentiful and the weather has fa- 
cilitated harvesting. Some improvement 
is noted in most lines at New Orleans 
and collections are fair.

PRICES GO DOW 


Beef Steers Lower, but Other 
Grades Have Suffered More 
Than the Leaders. 








HOGS UP, DOWN, UP AGAIN 





Sheep in Good Demand—Sale of 
Range Horses at Lower Prices 
——Mules Nominal. 





The condition of the market the 
past week has been very dull and 
draggey and although supplies have 
been considerabiy tighter than the 
record week, the volume arriving un- 
der the depressed condition of the 
trade the last several weeks has been 


sufficient to retard any activity and 
has kept outlets in glutted condition. 
Receipts aggregated 23,000 head 
against 24,109 the week before, 49.304 
two weeks ago, 17,188 a month ago, 
and 17,444 the same period last year. 

The beef steer trade has been dull 
from start to finish and closing sales 
of the good to choice cattle are fully 
26@40c lower, while other kinds are 
140@60c lower, and since the high day 
of the previous period, the best cattle 
60c lower an all kinds sellin 
under $6 stand 70 to 90c lower, an 
in extremes will show a flat $1 de- 
cline. The extreme top of the market 
was $7.80 but later choice fat steers 
sold at $7.40 that would have sold at 
$8 the previous week. It ha@ taken a 
good class of killers to sell between 
$6@7.25, while a large percentage of 
the re®ipts embraced common and 
medium beeves that brought from 
$4.50 to $5.50. 

Choice yearling butcher steers and 
heavy beef cows have been in small 
supply during the wéek, and although 
the inquiry has been nominal, sellers 
have been fortunate enough to get an 
outlet for these kinds not more than 
10@15c lower, Other classes, even a 
good fat class, have sold lower, and 
most days it has been pretty hard to 
get rid of them at all. : 


Butchers Chief Buyers. 


Local buyers have even the market 
poor support with the outlet coming 
mainly through the butchers 
shipper buyers. These classes de- 
clinéd anywhere from 25 to 50c. The 
best heifers sold at $5.50@6, a‘ load 
of prime steers and heifers at $7 and 
the heavy, toppy cows at $5@5.265. 
Otherwise a medium to good fat class 
of cows sold at $2.85 @4.25 and heifers 
at $3.50@4,25. 

Very few choice to prime bulls here. 
A good fat class sell at $4@4.50 with 
half-fat kinds largely at $3.25 @3.65 
and sausage grades mainly at $3. 

Little change to the calf market. 
Tops at $6.75, and most of the good 
calves selling at $6@6.50. Outsiders, 
however, have been the main stay of 
the market, while local packers have 
tried to weaken the market. 

In sympathy ‘with the dull conditions 
prevailing in killing stock, stock steers 
a feeders gradually settled to a very 
dull state and the close of the market 
was 40750c lower.

The Bond Market. 

NEW YORK, July 4.—The Wall Street 
Journal says: 

‘‘During the first six months of the vear 
one stock and five bond syndicates, repre- 
senting a total underwriting of about $161,- 
500,000, were dissolved. This amount com- 
pares with approximately $183,000,000, which 
was represented in the syndicate dissolutions 
of the entire fiscal year 1907. 

‘‘By far the most important syndicate to 
be wound up during this period—in fact, one 
of the most important pieces of underwriting, 
at least in point of size, in recent years—was 
the one which had taken over the $100,000,- 
000 issue of 4 per cent convertible -bonds of 
the American Telephone and Teleghaph -Co. 
This syndicate was dissolved on June 1, one 
month earlier than it would have expired 
by limitation with no option as to extension. 

‘*Because of the amount of bonds involved 
and the character of the security, the oper- 
ations of this syndicate had been watched 
with a great deal of interest. When it was 
dissolv there was a distribution of about 
$90,000,000 of the bonds to the participants, 
the remainder having been placed in the 
hands of investors. “3 icate Was in- 
ternational in character, and it is understood 
that approximately $40,000,000 of the unsold 
bonds were taken by the foreign bankers for 
future distribution. 

‘‘Next in point of size was the Norfolk 
& Western 4 per cent convertible bond syndi- 
cate, which went out of existence ear in 
January. The amount of the underwriting 
involved here was somewhat more than §$14,- 

,000, and, although the syndicate was 
reported to have been one of the most suc- 
cessful of any of the recent ones. it is known 
that the rticipants had to take 
considerable amount of the bonds.’’

Are Discouraging and Futures 
Range Upward. 


FOREIGN MARKETS FIRM 


Movement Continues Very Small 
With Cash Trade Dull— 


Corn Strong. 


For about the first time since the 


work of harvesting the winter wheat 
crop has become general thro out 
the Southwest, the opinions of ex- 
perts as to the size of the yield are 
becoming colored with rea papee: 
hension as a result of unsatisfactory 
weather conditions. Heretofore the 
farmers haye been well favored in 
that regard, but the occasional heavy 
rains which fell during part of .the 
past week tended not only to hamp- 
er threshing operations and cut down 
the current yleld, but also rather 
nS sneeren the movement, though the 
small volume of the latter was also 
partly caused by the very small coun- 
try offerings. It is thought that the 
crop will weather the immediate un- 
favorable conditions and come out 
well, and the damage done to wheat 
by rain is believed to be offset by the 
benefit corn will derive from the pre- 
cipitations. 

e future market was very dull, 
traders being generally inclined to hug 
the shore, but prices, mainly on the 
combination of rainy weather, bullish 
statistics and strong foreign markets, a 
combination that remain intact prac- 
tically all of the week, advanced grad- 
ually but steadily. The week's close on 
wheat showed net gains of 1%@2%c, 
and corn also shared the upward move- 
ment, closing at good gains. 


Too Much Rain Southwest. 


Threshing returns of wheat were 
small, and just now comparatively little 
err is being made with the harvest 
work, the rains, which were quite plen- 
tiful, being the chief delaying factor. 
The however, especially in the 
high districts, is in generally good con- 
dition and it is the opinion of most au- 
thorities that the wet weather will do 
no permanent injury and will not cut 
any figure in the ultimate yield. W. B. 
Snow issued a repert showing a decline 
of 4.5 per cent in the condition of win- 
ter wheat, and the various State re- 
ports also figured a smaller yield than, 
the previous ones, the conflicting’ state- 
ments causing enough of an element of 
uncertainty to cause considerable nerv- 
ousness and excitement in the specula- 
tive market. The ‘“‘wet harvest” cry 
was generally circulated and resulted 
in occasional buying, but the attitude 
of most of the operators towards the 
vinter wheat yield still continues hope- 
ul. 
Supplies in all positions are still de- 
creasing rapidly. Wheat in this coun- 
try, on passage and in Europe showed 
liberal falling off despite the rather 
moderate consumptive demand, and the 
available supply in the United States is 
bu, which compares 
with 46,500,000 bu last year, and is the 
smallest in years. The July Government 
report will show the farm reserves on 
the first of the month exclusive of 
quantities in mills and country eleva- 
tors, and it seems a foregone conclusion 
that the amount will be small. Con- 
servative guessers figure that the re- 
serves will be around 30,000,000 bu, com- 
pared with 54,000,000 bu in 1907 and 4&,- 
000,000 bu in 1906. 


Export Demand Improved. 


Nervousness and uncertainty prevailed 
in the trade in fresh wheat. Despite 
the facts that export bids were lately 
reported to be considerably under work- 
able Hmits, and that prices have been 
going up since, advices from the sea- 
board state that ag amounts are 
daily being sold. Fairly liberal amounts 
of New York and Baltimore red wheats 
were worked, and Chicago and other 
interior points reported firm bids to- 
wards the middle of the week. 

The foreign statistical position Was 
strong, arrivals off the coast and on.) 
passage being extremely light, 
though the weather in Eu continues 
favorable, the chief ports t are re- 
porting very small receipts. This was 
particularly true of Russia, where bene- 
ficial rains have fallen, with prices still

With the above conditions as incen- 
tives, and with Live e leader, 
prices In practically all foreign markets 
advanced steadily, not only on futures, 
but on the bids for American wheats. 
Dullness still prevailed In the domestic 
markets, however, there being very lit- 
tle doing in the milling and shippin 
trades. Farmers showed lIittle di - 
tion to part with their wheat and t 
bids sent out to the coun showed 
somewhat of an increase, receipts at all 
of the Western markets were very light. 
As said before, however, the market:

Bequently each architect is represented over the 
country by a galaxy of buildings, similar to each 
Other and all bearing the stamp of his personal 
taste and design. 

But the proposed St. Louis Post Office will be 
different from any other post office in a big 
city. In fact, architecturally, it is unique among 
the public buildings of the country, as it is now 
planned, and the plans have been approved. 

The buildings will be two stories high and will 
cover about three-fourths of the block bounded 
by Seventeenth, Walnut and Eighteenth streets 
and Clark avenue. It will be two stories high, 
with a basement and sub-baseiment. The front- 
age of the block on which the building is to 
be erected is 428 fect on Walnut street and 278 
feet on Clark avenue. The portion of the block 
not covered by the building will be turned over 
‘to landscape gardeners for beautification. 

The original plans of the building, as first 
submitted to Charles F. Gallenkamp, Surveyor 


ings in St. Louis, have been changed only in 
minor particulars, including provision for a few 
more offices and additional trackage for the trol- 
ley mail cars which will be run into the build- 
ing. 

It is now planned to break ground for the new 
building in August, after which the work of con- 
struction will be pushed steadily until the edifice 
is « mplete. The total appropriation made by 
Congress to cover both the building and the cost 
of the grounds was $1,150,000, of which $350,000 
was taken up to pay for the ground. 

The new building will be used as the main Post 
Office and the present Post Office on Olive street, 
between Eighth and Ninth streets, will be knowa 
officially as a branch, or rathe. an annex. 

The new structure will stand fmmediately across 
the street from the Union Station, in a situation 
unlike that of any other big post office in the 
country. It was decided, however, that the in- 
terests of the postal service in St. Louis could 
be best served by placing the new building in the 
immediate vicinity of the railroad terminals. 


right into the building will obviate a difficulty 
which has arisen within the past year. At pres- 
ent trolley mail cars stand in Ninth street and 
the municipal authorities have protested againat 
this, not to the Post Office authorities, but to the 
management of the United Railways, which, it 
was claimed, was violating city ordinances by 
permitting cars to stand in the streets: 

The matter was satisfactorily arranged for the 
time being, however, as the city officials were 
shown the necessity of standing the cars in 
Ninth street. There was no other way for the 
Post Office to use them. The cars, of course, are 
operated bythe (!nited Railways unter a con- 
tract, Just as mail cars are operated by the steam 
roads under contracts. 

The new Post Office will be a very important 
addition to the Union Station neighborhood. Its 
erection will perhaps be accompanied by itmprove- 
ments in that vicinity. The new building will be 
a peculiar architectural type, more resembling the 
common conception of a coliseum than the ordi- 
nary type of post office. 
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And further by the Missouri Legis- 
lature passing an enabling act, con- 
ferring upon the larger cities the 
power to regulate the charges of pub- 
lic-service corporations—a privilege 
of which 8t. Louls is now trying to 
avai) itself, . 

Artificial light is one of the public 
utilities. It is indispensable to the 
home, the business house and the fac- 
tory, Vast fortunes have been made 
by ‘monopolies and private corpora- 
tions in the cities by supplying light 
to consumers, and by the great 
Standard Oil Go. by selling coal oil 

(Next in size to the rent bill and 
péyroll of the average business house 
ecmes the lighting bili. Some idea 
of the enormous amount of noney 
paid out for light alone in 8t. Louis 
m4y be gained from the fact that one 
big office build'ng is under a gurran- 
tee to pay a minimum of $860,000 a 
year for electrical energy, while the 
(‘ity of St. Louls pays out annually 
wear’ *hree-quarters of a million dol- 
ye 8 Gr street lighting alone. 

Th® Union Electric Light and Pow- 
er Co. of Si. Louis, according to a 
recent financial statement, took §2.,- 
855,417 out of the pockets of light and 
power consu..ers in one yea:>, while 
the Laclede Gas Light Co, got nearly 
as much more. To say nothing of the 
private and municipal iighting plants 
in St. Louis, the people of the city 
pay for light and electric power ap- 
proximately $6,000,000 a year to the 
North American Co., which controls 
not only all of the public lighting 
utilities in St. Louis, but all of the 
street railway facilities. 

St. Louis is independent of the 
Light Trust in one important respect 
only, The city has established munici- 
pal electrical plants for the illumina- 
tion of practically all of its public 
hulidings. The result is that within 
five years the city has reduced 
the cost of electricity from 13 cents a 
kilowatt hour to Jess than 1 cent a 
kilowatt Four, 

The $40,000 City Hall plant, which 
supplies the City Hall. Courthouse, 
Your Courts, old City Hall, Jail and

“ai (figuring the cost of its current 
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kilowatts instead of horsepower. 


Left to the Company 


A kilowatt of capacity is rated at 
20 16-candle power lamps. Twenty 
16-candle power lamps burning one 
hour constitute a kilowatt hour, or 
one 16-candle power lamp burning 
20 hours amounts to the same thing. 
The current delivered to consumers is 
measured by meters. St. Louis has no 
means of determining the accuracy 
of meters, this matter being left en- 
tirely to the electric company. Gas 
meters are tested by the city. 

Ten years ago electric and gas light 
were much more expensive than they 
are today. Gas sometimes was sold, 
in some of the larger cities, at $2 and 
$3 per 1000 cubic feet, and electricity 
at 20 to 265 cents a kilowatt hour. 

Inventions which have greatly re- 
duced the cost of manufacturing these 
commodities have been made in the 
past 10 years. Now the standard 
rates are about $1 a thousand cubi« 
feet for gas and 12 cents a kilowatt 
heur for electricity. These rates may 
be considered an average of the maxi- 
mum prices charged by private mo- 
nopolies in the great cities of the 
country. 

New York started the movement for 
cheaper gas and electricity in 1905, 
when the Assembly of the State cre- 
ated a committe with authority to In- 
vestigate the cost of lighting in New 
York City and report to the Legisla- 
ture the result, with such remedia) 
measures as it might deem proper. 

Charlies E. Hughes, now Governor 
of New York, was attorney for the 
committee, and directed the iuquirv 
into the financial and business altair, 
of the gas and electric lighting com- 
panies of New York City. 

The resvlution under which the 
committee was created stated that 
“there is a general and widespread 
complaint in the City of New York of 
the prices maintained by the gas and 
electric lighting companies.” The 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
in December, 1902, adopted a report 
declaring that the prices tor public 
lighting were unreasonabl- and ex- 
cessive and that the interests oi the 
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should be rejected, had entered into 
contracts with the companies for 
services between March, 1904, end 
March, 1906."" This excessive price for 
city lighting, it was stated, involved 
a great waste of city funds and im- 
posed a. wrongful burden upon the 
taxpayers ard inhabitants of the cicy. 

The Committee began its work 
March 30, 1905, and went thoroughly 
into the organization and history of 
the gas and electric lighting compa- 
nies and their financial affairs, and 
aleo the cost of manufacturing ¢elec- 
tricity and gas. 

The result of this investigatian was 
that the New York Legislature passed 
a bill prohibiting the gas companies 
from charging more than 80 cents per 
100v cubic feet. The operati.a of this 
law was enjoined by Judge Lacombe 
of the United States Court, on an al- 
legation that it was confiscato.y. The 
case ig now pending, on appeal. in the 
United States Supreme Court. 


The Point at Issue 


The principal point at issue is the 
value of the franchises and a reason- 
able income on them. The City of 
New York contends that the cost of 
manufacturing gas in 1905 was shown 
by the companies’ books to be 62.50 
cents per 1000 cubic feet, delivered 
to the consumer, and 32.29 cents in 
the holder. The gas companies con- 
tend that the cost, delivered to con- 
sumer, is 74.81 cents. In its suit New 
York City contends that gas does not 
cost now more than 48.63 cents per 
1000 cubic feet at the burner. Referee 
Matson, in deciding the case, said the 
cost at the burner should be fixed at 
65.84 cents. 

New York City, according to reports 
prepared by the Civic League of St. 
Louis, is paying for street lighting 
$90 a year for 325 watt arc lamps, 
and $100 a year for 460 watt are 
lights, St. Louis is paying, according 
to the same report, $97.50 a year for 
285 watt arc lamps for street light- 
ing, this being $7.50 a year more for 
arc lights of 50 watts less capacity pz: 
hour than New York. 

New York formerly paid $146 fcr 
arc lights of 450 watts capacity. It 
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than the Edison company, which is 
now charging private consumers $140 
for a similar light. - 

During the lighting investigations 
in New York, Charles Phelps, chief 
engineer of the Baltimore municipal 
gas plant, testified that electticity 
could be sold profitably at 4 cents a 
kilowatt hour. 

Massachusetts, several years ago, 
passed a law granting to the cities 
and towns the right to build and op- 
erate municipal electric light plants. 
Several small cities have availed 
themselves of this privilege and are 
now making their own electric light 
much cheaper than they could get 
it from private corporations. 

As a result of agitation for cheap- 

er light, Boston is now getting gas at 
80 cents per 1000 cubic feet. The 
price was, until two years ago, $1 a 
thousanti cubic feet. Four successive 
reductions have been made. 
. One reason given in explanation of 
why light is cheaper in Boston than 
elsewhere is that corporations, under 
the Massachusetts laws, cannot water 
their stocks. Before corporations are 
given charters they must submit to 
an inspection of their capitalization 
by a State Board. This Board pre 
vents over-capitalization and over- 
bonding of corporations. 

Massachusetts also has a_ State 
Board of Gas and Electric Light Com- 
missioners. This Commission, with- 
in the last month, issued an order 
that the.electric light company shall 
not charge more than a maximum 
rate of 12 cents a kilowatt hour for 








electrical energy, and ithat it must, 
by Oct. 1, 1909, unless it can show 
good reason why it cannot be done, 
make a further reduction in the price. 

Philadelphia is sa'd to present the 
most hopeless situation of any of the 
large American cities. Its elevtric 
lighting company is enormously over- 
capitalized. _The capitalization is 
something over $2000 per kilowatt ca- 
pacity of the plants, which is five or 
six times the actual cost of installa- 


tion. 

After Philadelphia had been long in 
the clutches of the gas monopoly, a 
corrupt City Council entered into a 
75-year contract with the gas com- 


bany to furnish (ree gas for public 


building and street lighting pur- 
poses and gave it the right t charge 
consumers $1 per 1000 cubis feet unttl 
the price is again reduced b, the 
Council. This contract wag let before 
the people were given an opportunity 
io vote on a proposition to take over 
the gas companies and operate them 
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()' ALL the manias that afflict

NEW suggestionto salve the 

“divorce problem” is now 

made by Rev. Liston DV. 
Bass, pastor of the First Baptist 
Church of East St. Louis. It dif- 
fers from those heretofore ad- 
vanced by sociologists or clergy- 
mecn. 

Sociologists cry for changes im 
the statutory law, some asking 
that divorce itself be “regulated, 
others that restrictions be thrown 
about the obtaining of marriage 
licenses. Many clergymen and the 
Catholic Church are opposed to di- 
vorce. 

Now Dr. Bass comes forward 
and says no woman has any right 
to marry a man she docs not rever- 
ence and whom she is not willing 
to obey, as conimanded m the 
Bible; that failure to observe that 
“divine mandate’ is doing socicty 
more harm than the saloon, and 
that it is at the bottom of the ‘di- 
vorce evil,” 

He declares that he will marry 
no couple if the woman refuses 
to obligate herself to obcy the hus- 
band and he docs not believé any 


As a woman faces the question, 
“Wilt thou go with this man?’ the 
duties and obligations she will take 
— herself are clearly set out in the

“Wives submit yourselves unto your 
own husband as ft is fit in the Lord,” 

Reverence first, and a fear of of- 
fense and alienation. The wife must 
see that she reverence her husband. 
A woman must marry no man whom 
she cannot look up to with conjugal 
reverence. 

The second point is submission— 
not absolute and complete, as a serv- 
ant to his master, but “as it is fit in 
the Lord.” Whatever other things 
wemen may consider, and rightly con- 
sider, it is their solemn duty to God 
to marry no man whom they cannot 
reverence and whom they are not 
willing to obey in the Lord. 

I know these are old-fashioned doc- 
trines and old-fashioned virtues. I 
know that much of the teaching of 
this age is to reverence nothing and 
obey nobody, and this is called free- 
dom and progress. But God does not 
advance thus with any century, nor 
do His laws make such progress. His 
wisdom is still infinitely greater than 
that of the twentieth century, and 
the penalty for violation of His laws 
is not relaxed by any dissolving of 
human government. 

Whenever men attempt to alter 
God's regulations or substitute others 
for them they invariably do harm. 
Because a wife is not happy unless 
she loves her husband is reason 
enough why the Apostle shovri@ 
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tlergyman or officer of the law 
should be permitted to perform a 
marriage who does not put in the 
“obey” clause.

M which God has established 
for his own wise purposes, and 
therefore the chief thing for women 
to consider is the laws he has estab- 
lished for its government.

But men have gone farther than 


that and, like good-natured Uzzabs, 
have put out their hands to steady 
the ark of the family life. They have 
substituted love for that reverence 
and willingness to submit, which God 
has required, and talk as if the Bible 
said simply, “Wives, love your hus- 
bands!” : 

Why, the great burden of the thou- 
sands of novels which are put into 
the hands of our girls is that woman 
should marry the man she loves, with- 
out any reference to reverence or 
obedience. In common conversation, 
how often it ia said: “You should not 
marry a man you do not love.” And 
how seldom we hear, “You should not 
marry a man you do not reverence 
and are not willing to obey in the 


To be “true to the man she loves” 
is considered a noble thing in a 
woman. It is nobler to be true to 
the man she reverences. Suppose the 
Christians of our land had been true 
to their daughters and their God in 
this thing; suppose that our girls had 
had it impressed upon them, in con- 
versation, in books and in all the 
ways in which marringe is made a 
subject of thought, that they must 
marty no man whom they did not 
reverence and were not willing to 
obey in the Lord; can you estimate 
the good that obedience to that one 
requirement of God would have done 
ip this world? But instead of that 


our girls are taught that they must 
marry the man thoy love withont any 
thought of roverence or obedience at 


The consequence is they persist in 
marrying unsuitable men, and often 
Gissipated men, vicious men, worth- 
less men, merely hecause they love 


them; and the terrible results which 


follow in unhappiness, separation, 
wretchedness and even want, they 
bring on themselves, and the grief 
which weighs upon the parents’ 
hearts as they stand helpless in their 
loving pity are known to all men. 


Must Be Speedy Change. 

This must all be changed, and that 
speedily, if our society is not to 
crumble from the ruin of that foun- 
dation of all earthly good—the home. 
The great number of divorces in the 
United States is not due to marrying 
originally without love, but to marry- 
ing without reverence and a willing- 
ness to obey in the Lord their hus- 
bands. Girls must be taught not to 
think, for a moment, of marrying & 
man whose character they canmot re- 
vere, and whom they are not willing 
to obey. and boys must be taught 
that they cannot hope for noble wives 
unless they grow up with characters 
worthy of reverence. Both girls and 
hors must be taught that their re- 
en in marrying is first to 


It will not do for a girl to say: “I 
will be happier married to this 
drunken, vicious man, whom I love, 
than I would be married to amy man 
I reverence and could obey, er in re- 
maining unmarried.” Her,own pleas- 
ure is no excuse for God, 


and besides she fs sadly mistaken 
in thinking that a marriage solely 
for love will bring happiness. She 
must either obey God in her marriage 
or refuse to marry at all. She is not 
required to marry a man whom she 
does not love; she is simply forbid- 
der to marry a man she does not 
reverence and is not willing to obey 
in the Lord. With that one restric- 
tion she can consult her own wishes. 

The ideal marriage is where the 
wife reveres, loves and will cheerful- 
ly obey in the Lord, her husband. 
That is the lot I hope God will grant 
to every maiden. , 

To each woman is left these three 
choices: She may marry a man whom 
she reverences and is willing to obey; 
she may remain unmarried or she 
may marry a man whom she both 
reverences, loves and will obey in 
the Lord, and this is the ideal mar- 
riage. But to marry without rev- 
erence and a desire to obey is for- 
bidden woman, no matter what her 
motive is, whether for money or pO 
sition or home or occupation, or from 
a foolish dread of remaining single of 
from the most absorbing love. 

Marriage is that engagement in 
which man exerts his most awful 
and solemn power—the power of re- 
sponsibility which belongs to him as 
one that shall give account—the pow- 
er of abnegating the right to 
change—the power of parting with 
freedom—the power of doing that 
which in this world can never be 
reversed. And yet it is this rela- 
tionship which is spoken of most 
frivolously and most wantonly. It is 
not a union merely between two crea- 
tures, it is a union between two 
spirits; and the intention of the bond 
is to perfect the nature of both by 
supplementing their deficiencies with 
the force of contrast. 

The women who have accomplished 
the most in the world have been those 
who reverenced and obeyed their hus- 
bands. They were women who did 

















not taik so vigorously about it as 
now. They worked and did. They 
made a history for themselves that 
became a part of the history of the 
world. They did not cry aloud, 
“Emancipation! Bmancipation!” be- 
cause they had nothing from which to 
be émancipated. They were quiet, 
but effective. 

And those who are doing the great- 
est work today are carrying out the 
Bible injunction to reverence and 
obey their hushands. Many of our 
women are seéking relief from 
wrongs which exist only in their 
minds, while our best women are en- 
joying the rights which are theirs and 
are employing them. And these wives 
who reverence and obey their hus- 
bands in the Lord are the true work- 
ers of this century, just as they have 
been the workers of the centuries 
gone before. 


The progress ef woman ts net 
helped ome tota by public meetings 
and congresses discussing “woman's 
rights.” She has no rights, except 
what God gave her. The women whe 
denounce “obey” in the marriage cer- 
emonmy hinders every advance of 
women. 


To say that women who obey their 
husbands are slaves is arrant non- 
sense. The Woman who has not the 
spirit of reverence for and obedience 
to her husband is not fit to be the 
mother of children. 

No gentleman ever made a slave of 
his wife. He wouldn’t do it in the 
first place, and in the second place 
he couldn't do it if he would—if she 
was worthy. It is a slur upon a wife 
to say that her more apparent prog- 
ress of late means that she has 
stepped from slavery to freedom. 

The wife who does not reverence 
and obey a worthy husband is the 
social compliment of the half man.

He “came down" in the Chicago 
grain “pit.” 

Now he is “broke’—broke, with a 
million. How many men in St. Louis 
would consider themselves poor with 
only $1,000,000? Yet Walker is sued 
for a $23,000 debt. 

When J. Brandt, as he is affec- 
tionately known by his friends, 
plunged into Wall street, fresh from 
the West, he amazed the profession- 
als and expert manipulators of the 
market with the daring of his cam- 
paign. He was exceptional in more 
ways than one. He scorned advice, 
be traveleg on his own feet, matched 
his wits with the keenest minds on 
“the street,” and in half a year's 
time cleaned up a fortune of more 
than a million a month.

man in appearance, he Is somewhat 
of a bulldog when it comes to his 
opinions and when, nightly, fault was 
found with his methods, it got beyond 
endurance until he declared he would 
return to the street and grab off an- 
other million or so just to show that 
he had studied conditions to the 
finest point and prove he knew what 


he was talking about. 
Where He Was Wise. 


He had made his “pile” in a “bear’’ 
market: he returned to find a “bull” 
swing to stocks. It made no differ- 
ence, he said. He would “whipsaw” 
the market from both sides. 

But here is where he did a wise 
thing and really proved the excep- 
tion to the general run of speculators. 
Before girding up his loins for bat- 
tle, he went to a trust company and 
deposited $1,000,000 as a guarantee 
fund, to be held sacred and inviolable 
beyond recall, which is to guarantee 
him an annual income of $40,000. 
This canny foresight does not enter 
into’ the scheme of the common, 
every-day plunger. But it was well 
that J. Brandt took a tack to leeway 
before embarking on his* second big 
vamble. 

Wall street was waiting for him, 
hungering for him, with Knives out 
and thumbs down. It is estimated 
by experts that in six months he 
bought and sold stocks valued at

early career in New York he led a 
daring raid on Brooklyn Rapid Tran- 
sit, which netted him a snug sum and 
caused him to be known as the “Dia- 
mond Bear.’ He started in with an 
original capital of $100,000, his patri- 
mony. 

Except for a few small raids of this 
caliber, he took little part in the 
larger game of the “street,” but de- 
voted his time to scientific study of 
underlying conditions. He was ever 
seeking to know what “made” the 
market. 
from which he 
finally started out was that a. stock 
market cannot lead a bond market. 

“IT noticed that the big men—Har- 
riman and Rogers-—-were getting too 
greedy,” he told the story afterwards. 
“They wanted to make their money 
too quickly. So I decided to go 
against the market. I made up my 
mind to be a bear in the face of eight 
years of the greatest prosperity the 
country ever had. They thought |

“What I thought was right: These 
men bought Baltimore & Ohio and 
Illinois Central and Pennsylvania and 
Reading and then turned the stocks 
over to the Union Pacific. That de- 
voted road had to saddle them at top 
prices. I made up my mind that 
stocks were going to break, and breax 
hard. 


“Harriman and his coterie declared 
big dividends for all these stocks, and 
the poor public came in hand over 
fist. At the same time the bonds of 
the same lines were going begging. 
I said to myself, we've got to absorb 
the bonds before we can have good 
times, and are the people ready to 
buy them? I found that in six months 
the railroads had issued $400,000,000 
worth of bonds and had not sold 10 
per cent of them. 

“A man does not buy bonds to 
make money. He wants them for in- 
terest. He puts money in them for 
investment. Now, if the bonds 
couldn’t sell, I argued to myself, why 
should the stock sell so high? So I 
turned bear and sold short, waiting 
for the inevitable crash that was so 
sure to come.” 

Walker’s raid on the market was 
the most picturesque in the history 
of Wall street. He went to Lakewood, 
N. J., with J. J. Townsend of Chicago, 
a-broker, and there took a suite of 
luxurious rooms, which he fitted up 
with a ticker, telegraph instruments 
and long-distance telephones. He de- 
ciced it was just as well to make his 
big gamble with all the ease and quiet 
of a suburban resort as amid the 
nerve-racking excitement of the Stock 
Exchange. 

From his quiet retreat he fired his 
orders into New York. He sold stocks 
by the tens of thousands. In Union 
Pacific, Steel, Smelters and St. Paul 
he went short to the extent of 300,- 
000 shares and also sold 80,000 shares 
in London. 

Wall street was amazed at the great 
bear campaign. It @d not know 
where the immense veelling orders 
were coming from. At first Keene 
was suspected, but the “Wizard” 
quickly proved that he was using all 
his energies in trying merely to hold 
on. ‘Then it was thought perhaps 
Rockefeller or dome of the big inter- 
ests were trying to hammer down 
prices, but there were too many 
other evidences that they were more 
concerned in keeping the market up.

Her work 
Was all she askec of life, <n4 a hus- 
band would hinder that. 

Ant now I am esking myself. as 1 
contemplate in my fancy the long 
line of women who have given up 
horie and husband for art of one 
sort or another, from George Sand to 
Grace Duncan Ferrell: “Is art, for 
& woman, a thing that must be apart 
fiom home and husband, and must 
ehe separate beiself from these be- 


fore she can reach the highest heights 
ler genius or her talent is capable of 
attuining?” 

It is a perplexing qvestion. There 
is darriet Beecuer Stowe, who wrote 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin” while children 
prattled at he: feet and made thelr 
perpetual calls for “mother’s” help, 
while household duties crowded upon 
her, and while a sinall income made 
her wifely and maternal tasks all the 
more onerous and heavy. 

And there is Grace Duncan Fer- 
rell, who leaves a pleasant, lappy 
home, sc that all—every hour, every 
ininute—of her life may be devoted 
to writing. Yes, but think of Lillian 
Russell, who's ha® goodness kiows 
how many husbands. 

There is Mme. Schvmann-Heinck, 
with her numerous children, on the 
one hand, and Oiga Nethersole on 
tho other, who is a spinster and who 
bewaila, !n re vspaper interviews, the 
fate that has made her an actress 
ind kept her frora being a wife.

HATEVER views may be held 
W on the subject of small waists

If a 
fair price is paid for the latter, a 
woman need suffer no discomfort 
through tight lacing.

HE Black Mountains of Virgin- 
T ia are the abode of Death. He 
sits in the shadow of the pines 
or behind the screening laurel tush. 
One man after another, rash 
enough to venture in the gloomy fast- 
nesses, is whisked away by the skel- 
eton hand. Sometimes a body is 
found, riddled with bullets. But more 
often the mountain visitor disappears 
into the gloaming and never is seen 
again. 

These mountains are like the fabled 
chamber, over the portal of which 
was inscribed, “All who enter here 
leave hope behind.” The number and 
identity of the men who have gone 
for a walk or a horseback canter up 
the slopes, and never come back, is 
unknown. But the known list ts long 
and grizzly. It includes a million- 
aire and business men, scientists and 
scholars. 

Nobody oer‘side the mountains 
knoWs what guise Death assumes. 
Nobody outside the mountains knows 
the reason for the many murders. 

In the surrounding town they can 
tell you of this man and that who 
went up into the mountains. and 
neyer came baek. But the disappear- 
ances are steeped in mystery darker 
than the dark shadows of the moun- 
tain pines. 

Men with families and men engaged 
to marry, young men and men in mid- 
dle age, rich men and men with only 
talent and ambition as an earnest 
ot future success, have furnished an 
afternoon’s sport for Death in the 
gloomy places where specters stalk 
men as men are accustomed to hunt 
deer. Residents of the vicinity and 
skilled detectives from elsewhere 
have made determined efforts to find 
the lair of the Gray Death of the 
Mountains, but the overarching pines 
and the tangled laurel have hidden 
well the hiding place of the skeleton 
hunter. Nobody has ever looked on 
his face* and returned to tell the 
story. 

The first great case to attract pub- 
lic attention to thc 
Death was that of Edward L. Wentz, 
a young Philadelphia millionaire, 
superintendent of .arge mining in- 
terests owned by his family at Big 
Stone Gap, Va. The whole country 
was excited by his disappesrance. Bt. 
Louis was especial'y interested, for 
the young millionaire was engaged 
to be married to Miss Cornelia Brook- 
mire, a handsome society girl of this 
city. | 

The disappearance of Wents was 
typical of Death’s way in the Black 
Mountains, but his social and busi- 
ness prominence and the tremendous 
efforts made to solve the mystery 
of his disappearance, including the 
offer of a very large reward, made 
his case unique. His body, with a 
bullet in the neart, was found nearly 
a vear later. In that particular, too, 
his vase was whique, for ordinarily 
no trace whatever is found of those 
who vanish in the Mountains of 
Death. : 

On Oct. 14, 1903, young Wentz 
mounted a saddle horse and started 
into the mountains to confer with an 
agent of the company he sugerin- 
tended, which had purchased vast 
tracts of timber and mining lands 
on the mountain slopes. At night 
the saddle horse came back, without 
his rider. 

The residents of Big Stone Gap 
knew what that meant. They were 
familiar with the Mountains of 
oath. The wonder was that the 
horse had been permitted to return. 
The Gray Death of the pine > WAs 
not wont to be so careless. Usually 
the skeleton hunter obliterated every 
vestige of his work.

fumed in long lines, literally sweep- 
in the country, exploring every 
brush heap, peering into every de- 
pregsion, dragging every pool and 
branch. But they found nothing. 

There were rumors tnat kidnapers 
were holding the young man for ran- 
som, but the family denied those 
rumors. Those closest to the miss- 
ing man had little hope of ever see- 
ing him alive again. They felt con- 
vinced he had fallen a prey to the 
Gray Death of the mountains. 

The fruitless search was kept up 
for a year. Then a mountain youth, 
driving a cow near a secluded path, 
found the body of Wentz. It was 
lying on a spot that had been repeat- 
edly gone over by the searchers. 
Within a fortnight a surveyor, one 
of a party, had driven a stake less 
than eight feet from where the dead 
man’s head lay. The cow driver re- 
coived the big reward.

But if you go to Big Stone Gap to- 
day and ask the truth about the 
Wentz case you will be told that no- 
body knows the truth and there will

how deep rooted'is the idea that 
Death broods over the mountains— 
Death that no mortal, outside the 
mountains anyway, ean account for 
or describe with any certainty. 

When the victim of the mountain 
specter’s will was probated it was 
iearned that the income from the bulk 
of his estate had been bequeathed for 
life to Miss Brookmire. His estate 
was estimated to be worth about half 
amillion. His father is one of Phil- 
adelphia’s richest men. 

While the Wents searching parties 
threshed over the mountain slopes, 
the Gray Death remained inactive. 
But he reached forth his bony hand 
again and claimed another victim 
Sirtly after the excitement attend- 
unt upon the finding of Wentz’s body 
had subsided. : 

The next man to be whisked from 
earth by the specter of the mountain 
was J. B. Gearhart, a well-known and 
well-to-do insurance man of Bristol, 
Tenn, They will tell: you in the 
Black Mountain region that the same 
skeleton hand that clew Wentz also 
slew Gearhart.

Of course, as there was no such 
large reward offered and no great 
army of employes to be ordered to 
the search, the efforts to find the 
body of Gearhart were not so exhaus- 
tive as in the case of young Wentz. 
Nevertheless, a diligent search Was 
made by many armed parties. But 
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not even a trace of the missing in- 
gutfance man could be found. What- 
ever it is in the fastnesses of the 
Black Mountains that causes men to 
vanish, as if into the air, had done 
its work well in the Gearhart case. 

The missing man left a valuable li- 
brary and other personal property at 
Bristol. He had relatives and many 
friends. He was piusperous ani pop- 
ular. ; 

No reason for any mountaineer’s 
desire to kill him could be conjec- 
tured. So his disappearance is laid 
directly at the door of the Gray 
Death of the mountains. 

Another startling illustration of 
the fate that men meet in the Moun- 
tains of Death occurred about a year 
ago. The victim this time was Wal- 
ter Kent, aged 20, a civil engineer 
and a member of a surveying corps 
laying out the Hne of a new rail- 
road through Wise County, the coun- 
ty in which the grim Black Mountains 
raise their frowning fronts. 

The engineering party was well 
known in the neighborhood, having *% 
camp in the pine woods and having 
been at work there for some days. 
So far as anyone can guess, there was

The tremendous fortune of John 
D. Rockefeller—the Standard Oil 
Trust’s wealth, the wealth of the Steel 
Trust and all the other big corpora- 
tions and individuals look insignifi- 
cant alongside the tremendous total 
of the value of the 1908 farm prod- 
ucts, as estimated by the Washington 
experts. 


Business men declare that hard 
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times cannot endure in the face of 
such an almost unthinkable addition 
to the popular wealth. They say that 
the very announcement of what may 
be reasonably expected should be 
enough to restore confidence on the 
firmest sort of a basis. 

The corn crop, as estimated, will be 
about 2,700,000,000 bushels, and worth 
about $1,250,000,000. And if the 
prices to’ be brought by the great 
crop this year stagger the imagina- 
tion, so does a consideration of the 
tremendous bulk of the crops them- 
selves. 

Consider the corn crop. alone. 
Luckily, it is mostly consumed in the 
vicinity where it is raised. Otherwise 
there would be no means of trans- 
porting it. 

A crop of corn and wheat of the 
size predicted for this year would fill 
some 2,520,000 cars of 30-tons ca- 
pacity each, but there are not that 
many railroad cars of every kind in 
the entire United States. The actual 
number of cars of all sorts falls short 


of the number of boxcars required by 


about 540,000. 

But suppose there were enough cars 
to carry just the corn and wheat crons 
and they were made up into trains of 
40 cars each, and such trains were to 
start on one track at intervals of two 
minutes apart. It would take half a 
year for the whole number of trains 
to pass any one reviewing point. 

Again, suppose it were desired to 
erect a granary capable of containing 
the American corn and wheat crops 
for the year 1908, if the estimates 
prove correct. The bin, were it the 
size of a city block at the base, that 
is, 200 by 600 feet, would have to 
extend up into the heaven for six 
miles.

Russia, in 
Europe, comes next, with a total pro- 
duction of some 450,000,000 bushels. 
Then comes France, where 324,725,000 
bushels of wheat were raised that 
year. Next to France is British In- 
dia, where the product was 319,555,000 
bushels. Hungary fills the next place 
on the list with a production of 197,- 
408,000 bushels. ? 

Indian corn or maize is almost. ex- 
Clusively an American crop and one 
of the richest and most valuable in 
the world. So is cotton, although a 
own in India, 
Egypt and a few other countries. But 
the entire amount of. cotton grown 
outside the boundaries of the United 
States is only ubout one-fifth of the 
whole. In other words, this country 
produces four-fifths of the great white 
staple.

Pioneers recall anecdotes concern- 
ing him that date back for 50 years.

Nobody knows who belled the bird, 
nor why. But it is supposed that the 
bell wwas tied about his neck in in- 
fancy and that during all the decades 
that have elapsed since then, the 
constant ringing of the bell (for it 
rings whenever the bird flies) have 
failed to wear out its tinkle. The 
sound of the bell as the buzzard flies 
overhead is said to be weird in the 
extreme. 

He was last reported to have been 
seen before at Waynesville, 75 miles 
south of Russellville, three years ago. 
He has visited various parts of the 
United States. 

Old residents report that in former 
years there was a belled eagle on 
Eagle's Nest Island, a resort of bald 
eagles in the long ago. But all the 
eagles, including the one which wore 


great gray. But for years he eluded 
capture. Now and then some hunt- 
er would catch a glimpse of him, sil- 
houetted above the crest of a hill, but 
once a movement was made toward 
him, away he went with the speed of 
the wind. 

One day, however, C. B. Kelly of 
Mancos, Colo., succeeded in running 
the great gray and seven bay mares 
into a canyon with an outlet at one 
end only, a sort of blind alley in the 
wilds. And there, at last, the proud 
neck of the big gray felt the grip of 
the lariat. He was a prisoner after 
all. Today, domesticated, trained, he 
is an excellent saddle horse, still in 
possession of Kelly and the apple of 
his owner’s eye.

Thus 
one of the birds, unmolested, might live many decades. Buzzards are 
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the bell, have now disappeared from 
the island. None have been seen 
there in 10 years. 
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Animals marked by man, distin- 
guished from their kind by the mark- 
ings of nature, or conspicuous be- 
cause of their peculiarities of habit 
have figured in many stories told by 
naturalists, and in anecdotes with 
which campfire life or hunting ex- 
cursions are enlivened. 

Such stories have been told of a 
great variety of animals, from 
sharks, elephants, buffalo and other 
big creatures down to the small ter- 
rapin that lives underneath the 
ground and whose thick shell offers 
an inviting place to engrave one’s 
initials and the date with a pocket- 
knife. 

An account of a remarkable ex- 
perience of a Delaware man with a 
small reptile of that kind was pub- 
lished in the news recently. Orion C. 
Michael lives near Laurel, Del. In 
1876, when he was a boy he found a 
small terrapin and cut his initials 
and the figures for the year on the 
shell, after which the terrapin was 
released, none the worse for the en- 
graving. 


Date on Terrapin'’s Back. 


Twenty years went by and Mr. 
Michae] had grown to manhood, but 
still made his home on the ancestral 
farm. One day he came upon a ter- 
rapin, picked it up and looked at its 
shell. He was amazed to see thereon 
his own initials and the date, “1876.” 
He added a new date—*“1896"—and 
again released the terrapin. 

The other day, at a point not more 
than 500 feet from where he met the 
terrapin a second time, he found it 
once more. He then cut the third 
date on the little fellow’s shell, so 
that now it bears Mr. Michael's ini- 
tials and three dates—1876, 1886 and 
1908. Mr. Michael will keep a look- 
out for the animal the rest of his 
life and will cut tne figures for each 
year that he may meet with the little 
creature.

Many individual wolves in the 
Southwest have made themselves fa- 
mous, either by their great size or 
peculiar ferocity. Several years ago, 
after long and repeated attempts to 
capture or kill him, the King Wolf of 
the Ozarks was slain near White 
Piains, Mo., and there was great pop- 
ular rejoicing when h's ‘ody was 
brought to town. 

Early in this year “Old Dog Eater,”’ 
a celebrated wolf of huge size and 
great ferocity, which had terrorized 


a large section of Texas, was cap-. 


tured by a barehanded cowboy, 
numed George Whatley, who out- 
cla8sed Marshal Abernathy, who won 
President Roosevelt’s favor by the 
way he captured wolves. Whatley 
tied the wolf to a post in the vicinity 
of Groom, Tex., where he was the 
wonder of the populace, which 
breathed more freely, now that the 
terror was a prisoner. Whatley was 
given a reward that had been offered 
by the citizens of Groom ‘for the body 
of “Old Dog Eater,” dead or alive. 

In “Big Game at Sea,” a recent 
book by Charles Frederick Holder, 
there is a remarkable chapter, en- 
titled “The Biography of a Man 
Hater.” It is the life story of a 
shark famous all over the Atlantic, a 
great monster known by a pecuilar 
wound in his dorsal fin, caused by a 
gunshot, and known to sailors gen- 
erally as “Old Bill.” 

In telling how the dreadful crea- 
ture got its peculiar mark and its 
name, Mr. Holder says: 

“All this time the man eater had 
remained in one general section, not 
straying beyond a radius of five 
miles. But as years passed he be-

came a wanderer, and when about 


fifteen feet or more in length, like a 
very ghost compared to the nurse 
sharks he once slept near in the la- 
goon, he left shallow water and took 
to the open sea. 

“It was about this period that the 
shark became a public character. He 
began to swim up and down the reef, 
taking as his route that of many of 
the coast steamers, ranging from 
about the latitude of Charleston to 
Key West, at times crossing the 
Gulf Stream. 

“It is not to be supposed that he 
gained any idea of locality. He 
haunted this region simply because 
he had certain limitations. He swam 
north until the water lost the tem- 
perature which suited his nature best, 
and to the south until it grew too 
wart: 

“a certain skipper of a steamer 
which sailed from a Northern port 
sighted the shark early in 1861, off 
Cary’s Foot Light, the shark follow- 
ing the steamer for several hours, his 
dorsal fin high above the water, 
crossing and recrossing the steamers 
wake in a peculiarly rapid manner. 
For three consecutive trips the shark 
was observed. Then one of the pas- 
sengers fired at him, cutting @ notch 
out of his dorsal fin, by which the 
shark was known for years, nearly 
always being sighted in the run from 
Cape Florida to Havana. 

“The shark was named ‘Old Bill, 
and there was not a superstitious 
sailor on the run who had not taken 
a shot at him or attempted to capture 
him.” : 


The author tells that the first taste 
of human flesh and blood was ob- 
tained when the monster overturned 
a dory and gobbled up a fisherman. 
After that he would follow the great 
liners back and forth across the At- 
lantic, hungry, maddened for a taste 
of the food he had come to love so 
well. He would follow cattle ships, 
too, for he liked the carcass of a 
steer. So he became known in two 
hemispheres—known and feared, for 
he had killed and eaten many fish- 
ermen and sailors. — 


Death of ‘‘Old Bill.’’ 


The book describes the shark’s 
death thus: “One day he went to 
sea in the trail of a British cruiser. 
But she was only going opt for gun 
practice, and as the huge, sullen 
brute came boldly to the surface and 
circled about the vessel, glaring at 
her with his bead-like eyes, the big 
lateen-like dorsal fin cutting the wa- 
ter, one of the men asked permission 
to fire at him, and cleverly sen? a ball 
through his gills. 

“Then came the culmination in the 
career of this insatiate monster, 
wounded to death but so insensible 
to injury that the scent of his own 
life blood reached his brain before 
the seent of pain, his first movement 
being not alarm, but desire. Frensied 
by his lust for blood, rapine and 
slaughter, the man eater turned and 
dashed through the deep red cloud, 
and was rushing savagely from side 
to side, IN SEARCH OF HIMSELF, 
when a second shot cut the soft spl- 
nal marrow.” 


There is a story recorded of a fa- 
mous stork, whose summers were 
spent in Strasburg and whose winter 
home was Calcutta. An Indian Rajah 
caused a gold band to be placed on, 
the stork’s leg and on the band was 
engraved “Greetings from Calcutta.” 

When the bird returned to Stras- 
burg in the summer the band was ob- 
served and on it was engraved, be- 
neath the Indian message, “Greetings 
from Strasburg.” This occurred year 
after year, as long as the stork lived, 
new gold bands having to be added 
from time to time, until at last there 
were 25 inscriptions on them. 

Inscriptions used to be placed on 
the bands that encircled the legs of 
faicons in the old days when those 
birds were used by kings and nobles 
for hunting purposes. 

Such are a few of the remarkable 
stories of wild animals that have 
become known as individuals. Many 
animals in captivity have also been 
the central figures in stories well 
worth telling. 

A horse, named “Comanche,” was 
the only living thing that survived 
the Custer massacre. He belonged to 


Col. Myles Keogh, a well-known sol- 
dier. The horse, bleeding, wounded 
and riderless, brought the first news 
of the fate of Custer and his troops. 
On that account the United States 
Government pensioned the horse and 
orders were givetr that two soldiers 
should attend him ‘always and that 
none should ever mount him. He 
lived to a green old age. 

There is in the Bronx Zoo, in New 
York, a toad that is more than 1000 
years old. He was found encased in 
solid granite 600 feet below the 
earth’s surface, by Charlies Van 
Zandt, a mining map, and sent to 
the zoo. After his arrival the ancient 
toad waked up and recently was re- 
ported to have made a good meal off 
of flies. the first food he had tasted 
in untold centuries.

HE accident to the mammoth air-

“The. doat-chaped balloon which 
has lost a good amount of gas usually 
begina to close up like a razor; the 
result is that enormous strains are 
thrown on the cords which support 
the car at the end of the ballon, all 
the weight being on these cords. One

Well-made navigable balloons are 
always provided with proper safety 
valves, which are so arranged to ~

i rienced aeronauts do not al- 
ways make proper use of these, and 
so the balloon bursts. 

The most remarkable instance of 
this kind was in the ascent made by 
M. Severo, in his navigable balloon, 
“Pax.” That balloon was provided 
with two safety valves for the escape 
of gas when the tension became 
great, but M. Severo stopped up one 
of these with wax before the ascent, 
thinking that he might be able to 

more on the voyage. 

With the assistant he got into the 
car, and made the great mistake of 
the novice of rising too org ae a 


tremendous explosion, and the two 
unlucky aeronauts were dashed to the 


earth within eight seconds, being 
smashed to pulp. 

The navigable balloon, when driven 
through the air at a high velocity, 
also runs great risk of bursting in 
another way known to the sph 
kind. There is a great tendency for 
the end of the balloon to be blown 
out. This is not the front part of 
the bag, as might be imagined, but

‘The gas in the front part of the 
concern is pressed upon heavily by 
the atmosphere as thé balloon rushes 
along, and this forces the gas against 
the hinder portion. Not only is there 
additional pressure of the gas at the 
back part, but there is no pressure 
air—in fact, a vacuum is formed. 

The result is a dangerous 
which is often sufficient to burst < 
the end of the envelope, and so cause 
a terrible disaster. In order to cope 
with this, the best dirigible balloons 
have extra thicknesses of material in 
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order to strengthen the rear end, and 
so to prevent the tail point of the bal- 
loon being forced out.
